| = H E Queens Majeſty,ſfoon after that her wonderful and 
glorious Victory which God Almighty had given her 
Navie over that vainly-ſtiled Zzvincible Armado, ſent againſt 
her Realm of Ergland by the King of Spein ;, ſummon'd this 
her High Court of Parliament to begin on Tweſday the 12th

jeſty in her accuſtomed ſtate and order came to the Upper 
Houſe, accompanied by Sir Chriſtopher Hatton Knight, then 
Lord Chancellor of England, and divers of the Nobility : 
of which the Journal-book maketh mention 1n manner and 
form following. 


On Tweſday the fourth of February, 18 the 31th year of the 


Reign of Queen El;zabeth ( to which day the Parliament had 


been laſt prorogued, and accordingly now held ) the Queen's Ma-

jeſtie was perſonally preſent in Parliament.; but the Journal-book 
doth not mention the names of ſuch Lords as were then preſent. 
The Queen being ſet under her Cloath of Eſtate, and the Lords 


Commons as conveniently could, being let in, and ſtanding before 
the Bar, Sir Chriſtopher Hatton Knight, Lord Chancellor of Erg- 
land, in a well-framed and diſcreet Speech, did there declare unto 
them at large, the Queens gracious diſpoſition to Peace, and her 
great wiſdom in preſerving the ſame, and fingular government of 
the Realm. | 

Next, he (hewed the great benefit which this Kingdom enjoyeth 
by her Government 3 and remembred the great Conqueſt over the 
Spaniſh late wonderful Army (or Fleet) on the Seas, viz. 
Anno Dom. 1588. 

He further declared, how much the King of Spair remained 
bent againſt this Kingdom : And laſtly, ſhewed, that the cauſe of 
calling this Parliament, to be, that by the conſent of the moſt grave 
and wiſe perſons now called together out of all parts of the Realm, 
preparation may ( as far forth as by councel of man is poſſible to ) 
be made and provided} that Arms, Souldiers, and Moneys, may be 
in readineſs, and an Armie prepared and furniſhed againſt all 
Events, 


The Lord Chancellor's Speech being ended, the Clerk of the 
Parliament read the Names of the Receivers and Triers of Petitions 
in French, according to the uſual form 3 which were theſe :

On Thurſday, February 6. (to which day the Parliament had 
been laſt continued ) the Queens Majcſtie was perſonally preſent, 
coming to the ſaid Parliament in her accuſtomed ſtate and order, 
about three of the clock in the afternoon, it being the time ap- 
pointed for the Houſe of Commons to preſent their Speaker, who |. 
they had been authorized to chuſe on Txeſday laſt, when the Par- 
liament firſt began. And thereupon accordingly, the Queen and 
Lords being ſet, and the ſaid Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles of 
the Houſe of Commons being let into the Upper Houſe, two of the 
moſt eminent perſons of the ſaid Houſe did lead up to the Bar of 
the Upper Houſe George Snagg Serjeant at Law, who was choſen | 
the Speaker of the ſaid Houſe of Commons 3 who being placed 
at the ſaid Bar, and ſilence being made, did in a modeſt and diſcreet 
Spcech, diſable himſelf, by reaſon of his many imperfe&ions z and 
humbly defired her Majeſtie to diſcharge him of that great Place, 
and to nominate ſome other more able and ſufficient Member of the 
ſame Houſe. 

Whereupon the Lord Chancellor, by commandment from the 
Queen, did let him know, That her Majeſtie did very well allow 
of his Choice 3 and thereupon encouraged him willingly and 
cheerfully to undertake and execute that Charge and Place, to 
which he had been by the free and unanimous conſent of the Houſe 
of Commons elefted and choſen, 

Upon which Speech of the Lord Chancellor's, the ſaid Speaker, 
according to the uſual courſe and form, rendering all humble thank- 
fulneſs to the Queens Majeſtie for her undeſerved goodneſs towards 
him, in conceiving him able and worthy for the execution of a 
Place of that great Charge and Trult ; and promiſing his care and 
readineſs with all diligence to undergo the ſame, he did offer up 
unto her Majeltie divers Petitions, in the name and on the behalf 
of the Houſe of Commons. 


Firſt, That during the continuance of this Scfltons, themſelves 
and their neceſſary Attendants and Servants might be freed from all 
Suits and Arreſts. 

Secondly, That they might have free acceſs to her Majeſtie upon 
all urgent and important occalions, 


T, hirdly, 
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Thirdly, That they might have free liberty of ſpeech in the ſaid 
Houſe, to debate and diſpute of fuch matters and things as ſhould 
be there propoſed. And laſtly, he petitioned her Majeſtie on his 
own behalf, that if any thing ſhould be miſtaken, or unwillingly 
omitted by himſelf, that ſhe would be gracioully pleaſed to paſs by 
and pardon the ſame. 


To which Speech the Lord Chancellor, by commandment from 
the Queen, ſhortly replied, That her Majeſtie was graciouſly plea- 
ſed to grant all his Petitions ; and that he the ſaid Speaker, and 
the Houſe of Commons, ſhould uſe and enjoy all ſuch Liberties 
and Priviledges as others in like caſes before them had been ac- 
cuſtomed to uſe and enjoy in the times of her Majeſties moſt noble 
Progenitors : withal admoniſhing them not to extend the ſaid 
Priviledges unto any irreverent and miſ-beſeeming Speeches, or 
unneceſlary Acceſles to her Majeſtie. 

After which Speeches ended, the Lord Ghancellor, by command 
from the Queen, continuevit preſens Parliamentum uſq; in diem 
Sabbati prox. hore nona.

Whereas in the laſt Parliaments of her Majeſties 
Reign, viz. in Arno 39, & Anno 43. and 1n the latter times 
of King James, and our preſent Soveraigo his Son, theſe 
are ſeldom or never nominated as Committees, but onely as 
Aſſiſtants to the Committees, to give their advice if it (hall 
be required, and not otherwiſe. And although the Clerk 
of the Parliament might at ſome times miſtake and erre in 
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ſetting ſuch down for Commitrees as were onely commanded 
to be attendant upon or afliſtant unto the ſaid Committees z 
yet that he ſhould ſo often miſtake in ſo many Parliaments, 
and the rather becauſe ſuch Committees are frequently na- 
med divers times in ſundry of the ſeveral Seſſions, it is moſt 
unlikely and improbable.

On Tweſday the 18th of Febrxary, four Bills were read; whereof 
the firſt was an At providing Remedy againſt diſcontinuance in 
Writs of Errour in the Exchequer and Kings-bench , tertia vice 
leF. & concluſ. and ſent to the Houſe of Commons by Serjeant 
Shuttleworth and Dottor Awbry ; and three other Bills. 


Die Jovis xx* Feb. were four Bills read ; the firſt a Bill for 
having Horſe, Armour, and Weapons, prima vice leF. and three 
other Bills. 


Die Sabbati xxif Feb. were three Bills read 3 wFereof the laſt 
was an Act concerning Captains and Souldiers, tertia vice le8. c5- 
coxcluſ. and together with the two Bills aforeſaid, ſent to the Houſe 
of Gommons by Serjeant Pxckering and DoRor Ford.

An Act for the abridgment of Proclamations upon Fines to be 
levied at the Common Law, ſecunda vice leF. wherein the Lords 
finding ſome imperfections, ſent down Serjeant Shuttleworth and 
Doctor Clarke to the Houſe of Commons, to pray a Conference 
with (ome of that Houſe 3 which being granted, the Lords for 
Commitrees were, Lord Treaſurer, Lord Steward, Biſhop of Wir- 
tor, the Lord Cobham, and the Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Common- 
Fleas to attend the Lords. 


Nota, That here one of the Judges is particularly nominated to 
attend upon the Lords Committees 3 which may further 
prove, that in all the former places where the Judges or the 
Quzens learned Counſel are named as Committees, it 1s no 
errour or miſtake of the Clerk, So that hence the difference 
may very well be gathered to bethis : That where a Com- 
mittee of the Lords was formerly ufed to be ſelefted out to 
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meet with another Committee of the Houſe of Commons, 
here neither the Judges being but Afhiſtants, nor the Queens 
learned Counſel being but Attendants of and upon the Houſe, 
were ever nominated or appointed as joynt Committees with 
the Lords, becauſe the very Members of either Houſe onely 
are then admitted to partake of ſuch matters of weight and 
ſecrecy as they do there commonly confer upon. But when 
the Lords, among(t themſelves, do appoint a Committee to 
confider of ſome ordinary Bill that is to paſs their Houſe, 
and eſpecially if the Bill do concern matter of Law, here 
it hath been anciently uſed, and may til}, without any pre- 
judice to the honour of that Houſe, be continued, that the 
Kings learned Counſel, but eſpecially the Judges, may be 
nominated as Committees alone, or as joynt Committees with 
the Lords : for in regard that nothing can be abſolutely con- 
cluded at a Committee, but all matters ſhall (till depend on. 
the reſolution of the Houſe; and ſo no inconvenience ſhall 
enſue thereupon. 


After the Committees of both Houſes had met, the Lords Com- 
mittees proceeded to the amendments of the Bill ; and afterwards 
this preſent day the Bill and Amendments received their ſecond 
reading and paſſed the Houſe, and were ſent down to the Houſe of 
Commons to be amended by them, by Doctor Carewe and Maſter 
Solicitor. 

It appeareth by the Journal- book, that the Houſe of Commons 
having yielded. to a Conference, did preſently chuſe Committees, 
and ſent them up to the Upper Houle. 

Two other Bills had each of them one reading, and one Bill was 
ſent up to the Lords from the Houſe of Commons ; all being of no 
great moment. 


On Thurſday, Feb. 27, were two Bills read 3 whereof the firſt 
being an AC for Reformation of Exceſs of Apparel, was ſecunda 
vice le. & commi(ſſ. ad unum Comit. &- 4 Baron. 


On Saturday, March 1. were two Bills read, of no great mo- 
ment. This forenoon alſo the Lords Committees return'd the 
Bill for the having Horſes, Armour, and Weapons; ſignifying that 
they could get no meeting but of ſo ſmall a number,as their Lord- 
(hips would not deal in it.

On Tueſday, March 25. it was ordered upon the Queſtion, That 
both the learned Counſel of the Earl of Warwick , and alſo the 
learned Counſel of George Ogrell, do attend this Houſe to morrow- 
moraing. 

The Bill for maintenance of houſes of Huſbandry and Tillage, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto the Privy Counſel- 
lors of this Houſe, Mr. Wroth, Mr. Cromwel, and others ; who 
were appoiated to meet this afternoon at two of the clock, in the 
Exchequer-chamber. 


On Wedneſday, March 26. the Bill concerning Aliens Children 
was read the ſecond time. The Bill alſo for Strangers retailing of 
forraign Wares, was amended by the Committee 3 which Amend- 
ments being brought in by them with the Bill, were now twice 
read, although ir be miſtaken in the Original Journal-book that 
the Bill it ſelt had its ſecond readings 

The Houſe was this day called over, and the Defaulters noted, 
upon a Motion this day made by Sir John Parrot by her Majeſties 
pleaſure, upon ſome 1atelligence given to her Highneſs of the ſmall 
number of the Members of this Rouſe preſently attending the ſer- 
vice of the ſame, the one half at leaſt being ſuppoſed to be ab- 
ſent. 


On Thurſday, March 27. the Bill againſt ſecret Outlawries had 
its ſecond and third reading, and paſſed upon the Queſtion. 

Dr. Cary and Dr. Stahopp brought from the Lords the Bill for 
the relict of the City of Lizcolz, with ſome Amendments of 
their Lordſhips unto the ſame, with further advertiſement from 
their Lordſhips,that their Lordſhips do ſuſpend their proceeding on 
the Bill for continuance and perfecting of certain Statutes ſent 
trom the Houſe of Commons to their Lordſhips, until their Lord- 
ſhips do hear from this Houſe of the proceed:ngs of this Houſe in 
the Bi!l for the maintenance of Houſes of Huſbandry and Til- 
lage. 


Oa Friday, March 28. the Amendments of the Lords in the Bill 
touching forcible Entries, and alſo the Amendments of this Houſe, 
being all thrice read, are agreed upon the Queſtion in this Houſe 
to be palled accordingly. 

The Bill againſt ſuch as ſteal or imbezzle the Goods, Chattels, 
or Treaſure of her Majeſty, being pat in truſt. with the ſame, was 
read the firſt time. Alſo the Bill that Aliens Children ſhall pay 
Strangers Cultomes, was read the third time; and a Proviſo added 
unto it, thrice read : the Bill and Proviſo upon the Queſtion, and 
Diviſion of the Houſe, daſhed, with the Yeas ſixty four, and the 
Noes ſeventy four. 
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Oa Satrrday, March 29. Dr. Stanhopp and Mr. Powle do bring 
f:om the Lords the Bill lately paſſed this Houſe for the continua- 
tion and perfecting of certain Statutes, with a Schedule unto the 
ſame added and annexed by their Lordſhips ; and the ſame Schedule 
being thrice read, paſſed upon the Queſtion. 

The Bill for the relicf of the City of Lincolz being perfeted 
according to the Amendments of the Lords, and the Bill alſo for 
continuance of Statutes, with the Schedule to the ſame, were ſent 
upto rhe Lords by the Maſter of the Wardrope and others. 

Dr. Cary and Dr. Sta»hopp brought from the Lords two Bills, 
viz. the A of her Majeſties gracious and free Pardon, and the 
A& of the four Fifteenths and Tenths and two intire Subfidies ; 
which ha4 before paſſed this Houſe. 

The Bill of the Queens Majeſties moſt gracious and free Pardon 
being once read, paſſed thereupon 3 which Bill ſo paſled, was pre- 
ſently ſent up unto the Lords by Mr. Forteſcxe and others. 


After which, her Majeſty having given her aſſent unto the paſ- 
ling of ſixteen publick Acts, and eight private Ads, being all the 
Acts that paſſed this preſent Parliament 3 Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
Ke. Lord Chancellor, by her Majeſties Commandment, difſolved 
this Parliament.

"x" Hat though the aſſembling of Parliaments hath antiently 

} been, and (till were for the EnaCting of Laws, and Re- | 
forming of Abuſes and Grievances of the Subjects within the 
Realm ; yet at this time the Queens Majelty was defirous to have 
the Advice of all her loving people, concerning the Defence and 
Preſervation of her Self, her Realms and Subjects, from the Power 
and Opprefiion of a forreign Enemy. 

Then he declared, that this Enemy was the King of Spain, and 
that his malice was increaſed by his loſs and ſhame received in 88. 
That his refolution (ti]] was to invade this Kingdome, did plaial 
appear by his building and getting together many Ships of leſs bulk, 
which would be fitter for ſervice in our Seas, than thoſe greater 
Galliaſſes and Gallions had been in 83. That he delired ſome 
nearer place from whence to invade Exgland, and therefore at 
this time was labouring to plant himſelf in Britain , a part of 
France. That he had raiſed FaGtions in Scotland, and Conſpi- 
racics againſt the King there, finding him an enemy to his ambi- 
tious delires, | 

And therefore we her Majeſties Subjects (faid he) muſt with all 
duriful conſideration think what is fit for us to do; and with 
all willingneſs yield part of our own for the defence of others, 
and afliltance of her Majeſty in ſuch an unſupportable charge. 
Were the cauſe between Friend and Friend, how much would 
we do for the reliet of one another ? but the cauſe is now be- 
tween our Soveraign and our ſclves : ſeeing there is ſo much 
diflcrence in the parties, how much more forward ought we 
to be? 

The Aid formerly granted to her Majeſty in theſe like caſes, is 
ſo ill anſwerd, and with ſuch ſlackneſs performed, as that the 
third of that which was granted cometh not to her Majeſty. A 
great ſhew, a rich grant, and a Jong ſum ſeems to be made; but 
little it 1s, hard to be gotten, and the ſum not great which is 
paid, Her Majeſty thinks this to be, for that the wealthier fart 
of men turn this charge upon the weaker, and upon thoſe of 
worlt ahility z ſo that one diſchargeth himſclf, and th'other 1s not 
able to ſatisfie that he 1s charged withal : theſe things ſhould be 
reformed by ſuch as are Gommiſſoners in this ſervice. 

Wheretore 1t 1s her Majeſties pleaſure, the time be not ſpent in 
deviing and enacting new Laws, the number of which are fo 
great already, as it rather burtheneth than eafeth the Subject ; 
but the principal cauſe of this Parliament is, that her Majeſty 


might 
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might conſule with her Subjects, for the better withſtanding 


thoſe intended Invaſions, which are now greater than ever before 
were heard of, And, where heretofore it hath been uſed that 
many have delighted themſelves in long Orations, full of verbolity 


and vain oſtentations, more than in ſpeaking things of ſubſtance 3 


the time that is precious would not be thus ſpent. This Sefton 
cannot be long ;z the Spring-time is fit that Gentlemen ſhould re- 
pair to their Countreys, the Juſtices of Afſtze alſo to go their 
Circuitsz ſo the good hours would not be loſt in idle Speeches, 
but the little time we have ſhould be beſtowed wholly on ſuch 
buſineſs as is needful to be conſidered of; and Thurſday next 1s 
appointed the day to preſent the Speaker.

This ended, he came to ſpeak of the Laws, that were fo great 
and ſo many already, that they were fitly to be termed Elephay- 
ting Leges : Wheretore tomake more Laws, it might ſeem ſuper.

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Relief and Contribution made towards the relief and help of a num- 
ber of Souldiers that are ſeen in the time of this Parliament mai- 
med and ſs hurt in the Wars of France, the Low Countries, and 
on the Seas, for the ſervice of the Yneens Majeſty and of the 
Realm, and for that purpoſe have allowed, that every Archbiſhop, 
Marquiſs, Earl, and Viſcount, ſhould pay towards the Contribution 
the ſum of 408. every Biſhop 30s. and every Baron 20s. For col- 
leFion whereof, there hath been appointed the Queens Majeſties Al- 
moner, the Biſhop of Worceſter, to collef the ſame of Biſhops z, the 
Lord Norris to collef the ſums payable by the Lords Temporal : 
which hath been diligently done, and received by them for all the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal that have been preſent, and that 
have attended to their great charge on the ſervice of the Realm in 
this Parliament. And conſidering the number of the Souldiers be 
very many to be relieved therewith, notwithſtanding the Knights 
and Burgeſſes of the Commons Houſe have yielded very good ana 
large Contributions, according to their degrees, for the better relief 
of the ſaid maimed Souldiers; It is by the ſaid Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, that have given their chargeable attendance here, and 
have charitably and honourably yielded to this Contribution, thought 
meet, and ſo it is ordered and decreed»by them, with common and 
free conſent, That all the Lords of Parliament that have been alto- 
gether abſent in this Seſſions, and that ſhall not have contributed 
to this charitable Relief before the end of this Sejſtons, ſhall be re- 
quired by Letters to be ſent tothem by the Lords that had their Pro- 
curations for their abſence, or by Letters from the Lord Keeper of 
the great Seal, required and charged to make payment to be made 
according to their degrees and vocation, double the ſums of money 
paid by. the Lords that have been here preſent and continued their 
attendance : that is to ſay, every Earl that hath been abſent 4 |, 
the Archbiſhop of York to pay as much, and every Biſhop alſo to 
pay 31. and every Baron 40S. And fo ſuch as have been here 
preſent ſometimes, and yet very ſeldom, bat have been abſent moit 
part, it js thought meet, That every ſuch Lord Spiritual and Tem- 
poral ſhall, according to their degrees, pay a third part more than 
the Lords that have been preſent. All which ſums of money they 
ſhall cauſe to be delivered to the hands of the Lord Keeper of the 
great Seal, to be afterwards by ſuch Spiritnal Lords of Parliament 
as are choſen for that purpoſe, diſtributed to the maimed Souldiers 
as ſhall be found to have moſt need thereof. The like whereof the 
Commons aſſembled in this Parliament have ordered for all the Mem-

The Queens Majeſty came not till the Afternoon ; and there- 
fore in this place, through the negligence of the Clerk, the 
continuing of the Parliamear until ſome hour, in the Afﬀer. 
noon is omitted, which ſhould have been inſerted. 


Between 5 and 6 a Clock ia the Afternoon, this preſent Tweſ- 
day , being the 10 of April, the Queens Majelty , accompanied 
with her Officers and dayly Attendance , came to the Upper- 
Houſe; and afſoon as her Majeſty, with her Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the reſt -that have place there, were ſet; the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of Commons ha- 
ving notice thereof, came up with their Speaker, bringing with 
them the Bill of the Subſidy. The Speaker being placed at the 
Bar of the Upper-houſe, and as many of the Commons as could 
conveniently be let in 3 after humble Reverence to her Majeſty 
ſpake as followeth : 


-—- High Court of Parliament, moſt High and Mighty Prince, 
is the greateſt and moſt antient Court within this Tour 
Realm ; for before the Conqueſt, in the high places of the Weſt- 
Saxons, we read, of a Parliament holden ; and ſince the Conqueſ# 
they have been holden by all your Royal Predeceſſors, Kings of 
England, and 2xeens of England. 

In the times of the Welſt-Saxons 4 Parliament was held by the 
Noble Breen Ina, by theſe words : IIna £uten of the Welt-Saxons, 
have cauſed all my Fatherhood, Aldermen, and wiſe Commons, with 
the Godly-men of my Kingdome, to conſult of weighty matters, &c. 
Which word: do plainly ſhew the parts of this Court, ſtill obſerved to 
this day. For in Queen [na,js Tour Majeſtics moſt Royal Perſon re- 
preſented : The Fatherhood in antient time were thoſe whom we call 
Biſhops, and ſtill we call them Reverend Fathers, an antient and free 
part of our State. By Aldermen was meant your Noblemen 3 for ſo ho- 
nourable was the word Alderman in antient time,that theNobility on- 
ly were called Aldermen.By wiſeſt Commons is ſignified your Knights 
and Burgeſſes , and ſo is your Majeſties Writ , De diſcretioribus 
& magis ſufficientibus. By Godlieſt men, is meant your Convota- 
tion-Houſe; it conſiſteth of ſuch as are devoted to Religion , and 
as godlieſt men do tonſult of weightieſt matters ; ſo is your Highneſs 
Writ at this day, Pro quibuſdam arduis & urgentifhimis negotits, 
nos ſtatum & defenſionem Regni noſtri & Eccleſiz tangentibus. 
Your Highneſs Wiſdome and exceeding Judgment, with all care- 
ful Providence, needed not our Conncels : yet ſo urgent Canſes there 
were of this Parliament , ſo importunate Conſiderations , as that 
we may ſay, (for we cannot judge ) if ever Parliament was ſo Need- 
ful as now, or ever ſo Honourable as this. 

If I may be bold to ſay it, I muſt preſume to ſay that which 
hath been often ſaid ; but what is well ſaid, cannot be too often ſpo- 
ken : This ſweet Council of ours I would compare to that ſweet 
Commonwealth of the little Bees ; 

Sic enim parvis componere magna ſolebam. 
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The little Bees have but one Governour, whom they all ſerve ; he 
is their King, Quia latrea habet Jatiora ; he 7s placed in the midſt 


king honey from every flower, to bring: to their King : Ignavum 
{ Fucos pecus a Principibus arcent, the Drozes they drive out of 
their Hives, non habentes-aculeos; and whoſo aſſails their King, 
in him immittunt aculeos, & tamen Rex iple ſt {ine aculeo. 

Your Majeſty is that Princely Governor and Noble Queen, whom 
we all ſerve ; being proteded under the ſhadow of your wings, we 
live and wiſh you may ever ſit upon your Throne over #4 5 and 
whoſoever ſhall not ſay Amen, for them we pray, ut convertantur 
ne pereant, & ut confundantur ne noceant. Under your happy 
Government we live upon Honey, we ſuck upon every ſweet Flower; 
but where the Bee ſucketh Honey, there alſo the Spider draweth 
Poyſon : ſome ſuch there be; but ſuch Drones and Dore-Bees we will 
expel the Hive, and ſerve your Majeſty, and withſtand any Enemy 
that ſhall aſſault Ton, our Lands, or Goods, 9ur lives are proſtrate 
at your feet to be commanded; yea, and thanked be God, and ho- 
nonr be to your Majeſiy for it , ſuch is the power and force of your 
SubjeFs, that of their own ſtrengths they are avle to encounter your 
greateſt Enemies ; and though we be ſuch, yet have we a Prince that 
is Sine aculeo, ſo ful of that Clemency is your Majeſty. I come 
now to your Laws. : 

The L aws we have conferred upon this Seſſuonrof ſs honourable a 
Parliament, are of two natures; the one ſuch as have life, but are 
ready to die, except your Majeſty breathe life into them again ; the 
other are Laws that never had life, but being void of life, do come to 
your Majeſty to ſeek life. 

The first ſort are thoſe Laws that had continnance until this Par- 
liament, and are now to receive new life, or are to die for ever, The 
| other that IT term capable of life, are thoſe which are newly made, 
but have no eſſence until your ag is giveth them life. 

Two Laws there are, but I mnit give the honour where it is due, 
for they come from the noble wiſe Lords of the Upper Houſe, the 
m05t honourable and beneficial Laws that could be deſired ; the one 
a Confirmation of all Letters-Patents from your Majeſties mot no» 
ble Father of all Eccleſiaſtical Livings which that King of moi re- 
nowned Memory took from thoſe ſuperſtitious Monaſteries and Pri- 
ories, and tranſlated them to the ereting of many foundations of 
Cathedral-Churches and Colledges, thereby greatly furthering the 
maintenance of Learning and true Religion. The other Law to 
| ſuppreſs the obſtinant Recuſate, and the dangerous Sedaryz bothwery 
| pernicious to your Royal Government. 

Laſily, your mot loving and obedient SubjeFs, the Commons of 
the Lower Houſe, moit humbly and with dutiful thanks ſtand bound 
unto your gracious goodneſs for your general and large Pardon gran- 
ted unto them, wherein many great Offences are pardoned ; but it 
extendeth onely to Offences done before the Parliament, 

T have many ways, ſince the beginning of this Parliament, by igno- 
rance and inſufficiency to perform that which I ſhould have done, 
offended your Majeſty 5 I mot humbly crave to be partaker of your 
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| 


of their habitations, ut 1n tutifiima turrt: they forage abroad, ſuc- | 
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The Lord Keeper then received [nſtructions from the Queen, 
and afterwards replied unto the Speaker. The former 
part of this Speech was an Anſwer almoſt verbatins to the 
Speaker's Oration, very excellently and exattly done; and 
thoſe things which followed, were to this or the like pur- 
pole. 


The Lord Keeper. 
HE ſaid, That her Majeſty moſt graciouſly did accept of the 


Service and Devotions of this Parliament ; commending 
them that they had employed their time ſo well, and ſpent it on 
neceſſary Afﬀairs; ſave onely that in ſome things they had ſpent 
more time than needed : but ſhe perceived ſome men did it more 
for their ſatisfaction, than the neceſlity of the thing deſerved. 

She miſliked alſo, that ſuch irreverence was ſhewed towards 
Privy-Counſellors, ( who were not to be accounted as common 
Knights and Burgeſſes of the Houſe, that are Counſellors but during 
the Parliament ;) whereas the other are ſtanding Counſcllors, and 
_ their wiſdom and great ſervice, are called to the Council of 

ate, 

Then he ſaid, That the Queens Majeſty had heard that ſome 
men, in the cate of great neceſſity and grant of Aid, had ſeemed 
to regard their Country, and made their neceſſity more than it was, 
forgetting the urgent neceſſity of the time, and dangers that were 
now eminent. 

That her Majeſty would not have the People feared with Reports 
of great dangers, but rather to be encouraged with boldneſs againſt 
the Enemies of the State. And therefore that ſhe (traightly char- 
ged and commanded, that the muſtred Companies in every County 
ſhould be ſupplied, if they were decayed, and that their Proviſions] 
of Armour and Ammunition ſhould be better than heretofore it | 
hath been uſed. 

That for this offer of three Subſidies, her Majeſty moſt graciouſly 
in all kindneſs thanketh her Subje&s; but except it were freely aad 
willingly given, ſhe did not accept of it: for her Majeſty never ac-

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The Lord Keeper's Speech being ended, after ſome time of 
intermifiton, the Queen being ſat in her Chair of State, 
uſed a Princely Speech unto the Houſes; of which, the 
greateſt part was tothe effect and purpoſe following, 


His Kingdome hath had many wiſe,noble, and viStorious 
Princes ; I will not compare with any of them in 
Wiſdom, Fortitude , or any other Vertues : but ſaving the 
duty of a Cbilde, that 3s not to compare with his Father, in 


Prince that ewer you had or ſhall have. 

It may be thought ſimplicity in ne, that all this tine of 
my Reign I have not ſought to advance my Territories, and 
enlarge my Dominions ;, for opportunity hath ſerved me to 
do it. I achnowledge my womanhood and weakneſs in that 
reſpect ; but though it hath been not hard to obtain, yet I 
doubted how to keep the things ſo obtained : that hath onely 
held me from ſuch attempts. And I muſt ſay, my minde 
was never to invade my Neighbours, or to uſurp over any ; 
I am contented to reign over mine own, and to rule as a ju$t 
Prince. 


Tet the King of Spain doth challenge me to be the Quar- 


. | reller, and the beginner of all theſe Wars ; in which be doth 


me the greateſt wrong that can be : for my Conſcience doth 
not accuſe my thoughts wherein I have done him the lea$t 
imury; but I am perſwaded in my Conſcience, if he knew 
what I know, he himſelf would be ſorry for the wrong that 
he hath done me. 

I fear not all his Threatnings ; his great Preparations and 
mighty Forces do not ftir me : for though he come againſt me 
with a greater power than ever was his Invincible Navy, I 
doubt not ( God aſſiſting me, upon whom I always trust ) 
but that I ſhall be able to defeat and overthrow him. I 
have great advantage agains} him ;, for my Cauſe 1s ju8t. 

I heard ſay, when he attempted his a5 Invaſion, ſome 
upon the Sea-coa$t forſook their Towns, and flew up higher 
into the Country, and left all naked and expoſed to his en- 
trance. But I ſwear unto you by God, if 1 knew thoſe per- 
ſons, or of any that ſhall do ſo hereafter, I will make them 
know and feel, what it is to be ſo fearful in ſo urgent a 
Cauſe. 


The 


Love, Care, Sincerity, and Juſtice, I will compare with any Jn 
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refuſe them. But let me tell you gbat the ſum is not ſomuch, 
but that it is needful for a Prince to have ſo much always 
lying in her Coffers, for your defence in time of need,and not to 
be driven to get it when we ſhould uſe it. 

Ton that be Lientenants and Gentlemen of Command in 
your Countries, I require you to take care that the People be 
well armed , and in readineſs npon all occaſions. Ton that 
be Fudges and Juſtices of the Peace, I command and 
ftraightly charge you, that you ſee the Laws to be duely exe- 
cuted, and that you make them living Laws, when we have 
put life into them. 


Thus with moſt gracious thanks to both Houſes, the 
Princely Speech ended. 


Thea were the Titles of all the Ads read in due order, and firſt, 
the Bill of Subſidies ; to which the Clerk of the Parliament ſtan- 
ding up, did read the Queens Anſwer, 1n manner and form fol- 
lowing: L2 Royne remercie ſes loyaule SubjeFs accept leur bene- 
volence, & ainſt le veult. 

The Clerk of the Parliament having read the Queen's acceptance, 
and thanks for the Subſidies given, as aforeſaid, did then, upon 
the reading of the Pardon, pronounce in theſe French words fol-" 
lowing, the Thanks of the Lords and Commons for the ſame.

no other circumſtance is required than that the thankful 
acceptance thereof by the Lords and Commons be likewiſe 
expreſſed 3 it being but once read in either Houſe be-

After which ended, the Diſſolution of the Parliament followed, | 
in theſe words : Dominws Cuſtos Magni Sigilli,ex Mandato Dimine 
Regine, tunc preſentis diſſolvit preſens Parliamentum. 
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| A Fournal of the Parhamentary Proceedings in the 
Lower Houſe, Anno xxxv* Eliz. Annoqg; 
Dom. 1592. very laboriouſly colleffed : Being 
chiefly called for Conſultation and Preparation 
againſt the ambitious Defines of the King of 

pain ; in which ſome unuſual Diſtaſtes happened 
between her Majeſly and the Houſe , by reaſon 
of their intermeddling with ber Majeſties Suc= 
ceſſor to the Crown ; which ſhe had forbidden, 
7 his Seſcion begun on Munday , February 
19. 1592. andended April 9.1593. 


Unday, Feb. 19. This day the Knights and Burgeſ- 
ſes met, and at this day appeared : after that their 
Names were declared to the Clerk of the Crown, 
and there entred into his book, they entred into 
the Houſe. 

The Houſe being ſet, the Earl of Darby, High-Steward for this 
Parliament, came into the Houſe to take their Oaths. Sir Thomas 
Henage gave him inſtructions what order he ſhould uſe : Firlt, that 
all ſhould remove into the Court of Requeſts : There the Lord 
High-Steward fitting at the door, called the Knights and Burgeſles 
of every County, according to the letters of their names in the 
Alphabet. Alphabetically every one anſwered as he was called ; 
and haviag anſwered, departed thence up to the Parliament-houſe- 
door, and there took the Oath of Supremacy given him by one of 
the Queens Majeſties Privy Counſellors. His Oath taken, then 
he entered again and took his place as Knight or Burgeſs of the 
Houſe. The Fee for entering his name into the Serjeants book is 
2 5. the Rewards to the Door-keepers being 3 s. and 8 d. the Fee 
for returning the Indenture 2 s. 

This done, there was no further proceeding in any matter till 
two of the clock in the afternoon ; about which time the Nobility 
came, ana were fect in the Upper Houle ; the Queen came private- 
ly by water. After her. Majeſties coming, and the Lords being 
all ſat, the Lower Houle had intelligence thereof, and went to at- 
tend 11 the Upper Houle. below the Bar ( being well repleated 
with thoſe that had gotten in betore privately.) The door was ſhut 
upon us until the Lord Keeper had gone a good ſtep in his Ora- 
tion. The Lower houſe fiading themſelves diſcontented at this, 
( becauſe of cuſtome the way ought to have been opened) mur- 
mured fo loud, that the noiſe came to her Majeſties ears, who pre- 
ently commanded the doors to be ſet open 3; which was done : and 
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by that time the Lord Keeper was upon thele words following. 
The former part of his Oration ſeemed to ſet forth matter of form 
onely, as the manner of Parliaments, their Antiquities, ec. 


The Lord Keeper's Speech. 


E ſet forth the great malice of the King of Spain which he 
þ had towards this Realm ;, and that he ſhewed by ſundry in- 
ſtances. His lai Invaſon intended, his Forces then addreſſed out 
of the Low Countries for that purpoſe, to have been conduBted by 
the Duke of Parma. The high and mighty Ships that he then pre- 
pared and ſent for that purpoſe 5 which becauſe he found not fit 
for our Seas, and ſuch a purpoſe, he is building Ships of a leſſer 
bulk, after another faſhion ; ſome like French Ships, ſome like the 
Shipping of England; and many he hath gotten out of the Low 
Countries. . He #s now, for the better invading of England, plan- 
ting himſelf in Britain, a Country of more facility to offend us than 
the Low Countries: there he hath fortified himſelf in the moit 
ſtrong Holds in that Country. 

In Scotland he hath of late wronght mot of the Nobility to con- 
ſpire againit their King to give landing to his Forces there, and to 
alſuit him in his Invaſion ; and a great part of the Nobility in 
Scotland are combined in this Conſpiracy, and they have received 
great ſums of money for their ſervice herein. And to aſſure the 
King of Spain of their Aſſiſtance, they have ſigned and ſent their 
Promiſes ſealed unto that King. 

Theſe Conſpiracies the King of Scots was brought hardly to be- 
lieve, but that her Majeſty advertiſed him thereof, having received 
intelligence thereof, as ſhe hath of all things done and intended in 
thoſe parts. And that the King might better adviſe thereupon, her 
Majeſty hath ſent one of her Noblemen into Scotland ; and that 
King hath aſſured her Majeſty, with all his ability and endeavour, 
to prevent the Spaniard, whoſe purpoſe is on the North part to aſ- 
fault us by Land, and on the South ſide to invade us by Sea 5, which 
is the mot dangerous pradice that conld be deviſed againit ws. 

And now the Rage of the Enemy being ſuch, his Forces joyned 
with other Princes, his adherency is great ; the charge of her Ma- 
Jeſty for the defence of her Realm, both with Forees by Sea, and 
Armies by Land, hath been ſuch, that hath both ſpent the Contribu- 
tion of her Subjeds by Subſidies, and what otherwiſe they have offer- 
ed her ; and alſo conſumed her Treaſure, yea, cauſed her to ſell part 


of her Highneſs Crown-lands: And it is not to be marvelled how 
| all this is conſumed, but rather to be thought how her Majeſty could 
| be able to maintain and defend this her Realm againit ſo many 


| Realms conſpired againſt US. 


Wherefore, we her Majeſties Subje#s muſt with all dutiful conſs- 
deration think what is fit for #5 to do, and with all willingneſs yield 
part of our own for the defence of others, and ajſtjtance of her Ma- 


| of the Subſtdies from the wealthier and better ſort;and concluded with 


Jeſty : And therefore he wiſhed that care might be had for advancing 


of 
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2 deſire that the greateſt part of the time might be ſpent by mate- 
rial ſhort Speeches, in adviſing and providing for the defence of 
the Kingdom againſt the forraign Enemy. 


Afﬀter which Speech ended, her Majeſty calling the Lord Keeper 
unto her, by whoſe commandment he gave the Lower Houle autho- 
rity to chuſe their Speaker, and to preſent him on Thurſday fol- 
lowing, the 22th day of Febrxary, unto which day he adjourn'd 
the Parliament. | 

Upon this Adjournment, the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles 
of the Houſe of Commons departed into the Lower Houſe, and 
there choſe Edward Cooke Elqz the Queen's Sollicitor, to be their 
Speaker ; who after a diſcreet and modeſt excuſe of himſelf, was 
notwithſtanding called to the Chair, and placed in it. Afﬀer the 
Ceremony ended, the Houſe of Commons likewiſe departed for 
this day. 


On Thurſday, Feb. 22. the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles of 
the Houſe of Commons met about one of the clock in the after- 
noon ; and about three the ſame day, having notice that the 
Queens Majeſty and the Lords were fat in the Upper Houſe, ex- 
petting them and their Speaker, they repaired thither 3 and as many 
as could getting in, the Speaker was placed at the Bar ; where ha- 
ving with al! humility excuſed himſelf, and confefling that in the 
faid Houſe there were many more experienced Members thereof, 
and bettcr -nabled for that ſervice. 


Queen, anſwered, That her Majeſty did very well allow of him- 
ſelf to the Place to which he was choſen, and did altfo commend the 
Houſe of Commons for ſo diſcreet and fit a Choice. 

Upon which Speech, the Speaker accepting of the (aid Charge, 
with all humble acknowledgment of her Majeſties grace and fa- 
vour towards him, did in the concluſion thereof, make theſe Peti- 
tions of courſe for the Houſe of Commons, and in their Names : 
That they might have free liberty of Speech, and freedom from 
Suits and Arreſts of themſelves and their followets z; and that they 
might have Acceſs to her Majeſties Royal Perſon upon all urgent | 
and important occaſions ; petitioning alſo for himſelf, that if any 
thing were unwittingly miſcarried by himſelf, the ſame might not 
Irght upon the Houſe, but upon himſelf, and be pardoned in 
him. 

To which laſt Speech of the Speakers, the Lord Keeper alſo, by 
commandment from the Queen, replied, That her Majeſty did well 
allow thereof; and for his Petitions which concern'd both the 
Houſe and himſelf, her Highneſs was willing that they ſhould enjoy 
all their ancient and lawtul Priviledges 3 but with this caution, That 
ſhe did not allow that any man ſhould ſpeak unreverently or 
ſcandaloully either of the Church or State. And then the Lord 
Keeper, by the Queens commandment, continued the — 
until Saturday tollowing, being Feb. 24.

Saturday, Feb. 24. the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles of the 
Houſe of Commons did meet in the Lower Houſe about nine of 
the clock; but by the Clerk of the Parliament it was ſignified, | 
that the Speaker had been il] at eaſe the night paſt, and could not 
without peril of further ſickneſs adventure to come abroad : 
wherefore he craved in his name, leave of the Houſe to be abſent 
that day. | 

This day Mr. Peter Wentworth and Sir Henry Bromley delivered 
a Petition unto the Lord Leeper, therein defiring the Lords of the 
Upper Houle to be Suppliants with them of the Lower Houſe, unto 
her Majeſty, for entailing the Succeſſion to the Crown 3 whereof a 
Bill was ready drawn by them. | 

Her Majeſty was highly difpleaſed therewith, after ſhe knew 
thereof, as a matter contrary to her former ſtraight Commandment, 
and charged the Council to call the Parties betore them. Sir Tho- 
mas Hexage preſently ſent for them; and after ſpeech with them, 
conimanded them to forbear coming to the Parliament, and not to 
go out from their ſeveral Lodgings. 

About this matter, in the beginning of the Parliament, was a 
Committee appointed to be had of many wiſe, grave, and antient 
Parliament-men as were of the Houſe ; bur at this time few met at 
the place appointed, at leaſt ſuch men as were expected. 

It was appointed at this time to Mr. Stevens to peruſe the pen- 
ning of the Petition that ſhould have been delivered to that Houſe, 
and to have provided a Speech upon the delivery of it ; but this 
office, by reaſon of other occaſions, he could not attend. What 
other things were done in that Conference, were, as | heard, con- 
fe{led unto ſome of the Privy Council, by ſome of thoſe Parties 
that were preſent at the Conference. All that were, except thoſe 
before-named, went free, and were never called in queſtion.

Io, He ſhall be diſenabled to make any ſale of any of his Good; 
or Chattels. 

Il. If he be a Copyholder, he ſhall forfeit . his Copyhold during 
his life 5 whereof two parts is to go to the Queen, and the third to 
the Lord of the Mannor. 

12. If any perſon be indifed for Recaſancy, of malice, he ſhall 
have the remedy againit the party at the Common Law, 

13. If any perſon, having been a Recuſant, ſhall at any time re- 
cant, he ſhall make his ſubmiſſion in the Pariſh-Church where he dwel- 
leth, acknowledging the © ucens proceedings tobe juit, and deteit the 
Church of Rome; which he ſhall alſo do in open Court before the 
Judges of Aſſrze. 

14. If any ſuch perſon, after his Recantation, fall into relapſe, 
he ſhall loſe the benefit of the former Recantation for ever.

Magnanimity, in underſtanding ſo great an Enterprize ; Zeal, 
in profeſſing the ſame, not of ſhew, but in ſincerity; Judgment, in 
defending it, and preventing all the Popes deſignes : He ſet forth his 
Bulls and Miſſives againit her Majeſty, thereby moit unnaturally de- 
priving her of her moit natural Right, Duty, and Loyalty, which her 
SubjeFs ſhould owe unto her, &c. 

Here he touched the many dangers which her Majeſty had been 
in; which, as it cauſed him to fear to think, ſo it did cauſe him 
to tremble to ſpeak, concerning the danger of our Country z and 
ſo the loſs of our Lives, Liberties, Wives, Children, and all other 
Priviledges. 

Let me not trouble you with things paſſed ſo long, and perhaps 
beyond my reach; but of things paſſed of late yeers, and ſince 88:

not to trouble you with.) He hath now of late gone about to win 
France, wherein he hath greatly prevailed, as in Lorain and in other 
parts, 45 you have heard ;, but eſpecially in Britain, having moſ# part 
of the Port-towns in his poſſeſſion , whither he ſtill ſends Supplies 

ayly, and re-enforceth them every four or frve months, which Port is 
always open, and his men and forces never wanting. 

This Province he eſpecially deſireth, for it lieth moſt fitly to annoy 
ws 3 whither he may ſend Forces continually, and there have his 
Navy ready to annoy us : the which he could not otherwiſe ſo eaſily 
do, unleſs he had the Wind in a bag. Beſides, having this Province, 
he will keep us from Traffique to Rochel and Bourdeaux, as he doth 
in the Streights from Tripoly and St. Jean de luze ; and ſo hin- 
der us from carrying forth or bringing in into this Land any Com- 
modities whereby this Realm might be inriched, and her Majeſties 
Impoſt ever increaſed , being one of the greateſt Revenues of her 
Crown. He hath alſo gone about with them of Stode, and the 
King of Poland, one of his own FaGion, and who, by reaſon he can- 
not do in that Kingdom what he liſteth , he may eaſily command 
him to impede or hinder our Traffique in thoſe Eaſtern parts 5 which 
| if — conld bring to paſs, you ſee how hurtſul it would be to this 
L and. 

But, to deſcend yet more lower, and into theſe latter ATions, he 
hath ſeen it is but a folly to endeavour to make a wooden-bridge to 
paſs into England ; therefore he hath found out a more ſure way, 

an 
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and ſtronger paſſage unto it by Land, and that by Scotland ; which 
though it be not talked of at the Exchange, nor preached of at Vaul's 
Croſs, yet it is moſt true, and in Scotland, as common as the High- 
way, that he hath procured to him many of the Nobility there. It is 
true, he hath ſent thither no Navy; and if he had endeavoured it, 
her Majeſty would not have ſuffered him : yet do ſhe what ſhe can, 
ſome paltry Fly-boat may eſcape her Majeſties good Ships, and carry 
Gold enough in her to make them Traytors, and ſtir them to Sedi- 
tion. 

Theſe things her Majeſty underftood before, and advertiſed that 
King thereof ;, but he not ſo well conceiving thereof, hath by the effe@? 
proved the other true. And unleſs I be deceived, the lait Letter 
that came from thence the other night, ſheweth, that King is gone to 
make a Road into the North, and to bring Back the Lord Bothwell 
and the Lord Huntley. 

The King of Spain's malice thus dayly increaſeth againit ws, and 
ſeeketh alſo to ſtir up Sedition amongst us by his Inſtruments ; the 
—_— alſo of Papiſts dayly increaſeth, or at leaſtwiſe be more ma- 
nifeſted. 

My advice is, That you would conſult which ways to withſtand 
ſuch eminent dangers, which the greater they be, the ſooner they 
would be looked into and remembred. Wherefore, Mr. Speaker, 1 
deſire ſome Committees ſhould be appointed of the ſufficienteit and 
wiſeit men iu the Houſe, to conſider thereupon. 


Sir John Wooley, to the like effe&. 


Irſt ſaying, That upon the cauſe of the danger the Realm was 
now in, and of the remedy, his Speech ſhould conſiſt ; which 
he likened to a natural Body, which the more the principal Mem- 
ber was in danger, the greater means ſhould be uſed for the preſer- 
vation thereof. Ro2n being now made Admiral of France by the 
League, ſhould ſay he was a poor Admiral now, but that he doubted 
not but ſhortly he ſhould be able to bring ſuch a Navy to Sea, as 
{hould terrifie the Queen of Frgland. Alſo he ſhewed how the 
Princes of the Holy League had conſpired the Overthrow of this 
Realm, the Extirpation of Religion, and the Confuſion of her 
Majeſty and her Royal Subjets. And he exhorted the Houſe, 
now the ſealon of the year grows on, which called many of the 
Knights and Burgeſles to be in their Countries, beſides the Sicknefs 
being in the Town, ſo that many of that Houſe knew not whether 
he lodged in a houſe infefted or not, that they would ſeek to 
diſpatch and end the Parliament ſo foon as might be. He alfo 
ſhewed how the Dxrkzirkers troubled our Fiſher-men in ſmall 
Barques upon the Sea-coaſts; and ſo moved that this matter might 
be committed to ſome of the ſufficienteſt in the Houſe, 
He alſo exhorted the Houle to a ſpeedy agreeing of a Subſidy ; 
which, conſidering the dangers we were in, and that it was for onr 


own good, as alſo for her Majeſties, he hoped no good Subject but 


would moſt willingly agree to it. 


Allo 
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Alſo he ſhewed , that the Wars which the King of Spair 
brought upon this Nation, had coſt her Majeſty a Million of mo- 
ney; but this he avouched, that where it coſt her Majeſty one, it 
coſt the King of Spain three. 


Sir John Forteſcue. 


2 hs that ſpake before me, ſpake ſufficiently of | the Authors 


of ours Troubles, and of the great danger which is now 
eminent upon #4, inſomuch, that it is come to this point now , Non 
utrum imperare, ſed utrum vivere: I will ſpeak of nothing but 
that which concerns my Calling. Her Majeſty not onely being care- 
ful for the preſervation of her own Realm, but of her Neighbours 
alſo ;, ſhe hath not onely defended her own Subjeds from being in- 
vaded, but alſo hath aided Strangers which wanted money, with 
whom otherwiſe it wonld have gone very ill by this time, and alſo 
with our ſelves; inſomuch that the burthen of four Kingdoms hath 
reſted upon her Majeſty, and maintained with her Purſe , England, 
France, Ireland, and Scotland. For how could the French King at 
his firit coming to the Crown, have held out againit thoſe Leagners, 
had not her Majeſty aſſiſled him with her men and money ? which 
hath coit her Majeſty above tooo00 |. : for tis well known the 
French King had not been able to withſtand the Duke of Parma's 
coming into France, had it not been for our Engliſh-men and money. 
As for the Low Countries, it ſtood her Majeſty yearly, ever ſince ſhe 
undertook the defence of them, in 1500001. all which her Majeſty 
beſtowed, for the good of this Realm, to free ws from War at home. 
Beſides, when her Majeſty came to the Crown, fhe found it four 
Millions indebted ; her Navy, when ſhe came to view it, ſhe found it 
greatly decayed : Tet all this ſhe hath diſcharged, and thanks be to 
God ſhe is nothing indebted. And now ſhe is able to match any 
Prince in Europe ; which the Spaniards found, when they came to 
invade us; yea, ſhe hath with her Ships compaſſed the whole world, 
whereby this Land is made famous through all Nations. 

She did finde her Navy furniſhed onely with Iron Pieces, but ſhe 
hath furniſhed it with Artillery of Braſs; ſo that one of her Ships 
is not a Subje&#s, but rather a petty Princes wealth. 

As for her own private Expences, they have been little ; in Buil- 
ding, ſhe hath conſumed little or nothing ; and for her Apparel, it 
is Royal and Princely, becoming her Calling, but not ſumptuoms or 
exceſſive; the Charges of her houſe ſmall, yea never leſs in any 
Kings time 5 and ſhortly, by Gods grace, ſhe will free her Subje&s 
from that trouble which hath come by the means of Purveyors. 
Wherefore ſhe truſteth that every good Subje@ will aſſiit her Ma- 
jeſty with his Purſe, ſeeing it eoncerns his own good, and the preſer- 
vation of his eſtate : for before any of ws would loſe the leaf 
member of his body, we wonld beſtow a great deal, and ſtick for no 
cof# or charges, how much more ought we in this politick, body, 
whereof not onely a member, but the whole body is in jeopardy, if 
we do not make haſte to the preſervation of it © And for theſe Sub- 
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ſidies which are granted to her Majeſty now-a-days, they are leſs by 
half than they were in the time of Henry the Eighth. 

Now, although her Majeſty hath borrowed ſome money of her 
Subje&s, beſides her Subſidies, yet hath ſhe truely repaid every one 
fully. He deſired the matter might be put to a Committee to 
conſider of.

* Hat which theſe honourable Perſonages have ſpoken of

«TI did take great contentment in her Majeſtires Speech the 
* other day , delivered by the Lord Keeper; how that it was a

*« a year would ſuffice to purge the Statute-book, nor leſſen it, the 
*« Volume of Laws being ſo many in number, that neither common

< praiſe of her Majeſty. Tne Romans, they appointed ten men 
«who were to correct or recall all former Laws, and to ſet forth

<* 2ians likewiſe appointed fix to that purpoſe. And Lewis the 
* the ninth King of France, did the like in reforming his Laws.

F E held, that a Perſon outlawed might be a Burgeſs. He made 
 þ an Exception where the dittcrence of a Burgeſs grew upon 
matter before the Ele&tion, and where after, If the Exception 
grew after, then a Burgeſs elected mult not be out of the Houſe, If 
Exception be taken to this Election, and this Outlawry now allead- 
ged to diſenable him, the Statute of 23 Her 6. cap. 15. will diſen- 
able moſt of this Houſe ; for they ought to be Burgetles reſident. 
Now if this be a good Election, then it follows, that the Party e- 
leged is to have his Priviledge. And although the Common Law 
doth diſenable the Party, yet the Priviledge of the Houſe being 
urged, that prevaileth over the Law.

To which, the Lord Keeper anſwered thus in effect,

Sens | condly , For your preſentation of four Subſidies, and eight Fif- 
; teens and Tenths And thirdly, Tour humble thank:fulneſs for 
them and your ſelf, T will deliver her Majeſties Commandment 
with what brevity I may, that IT be not tedious to my mot gracious 
Soverargn, 

Firit, She ſaith your proceeding in the matter of her Prerogative, 
ſhe is perſwaded that SubjeFs did never more dutifully do it 5 and 
that ſhe anderſtood you did but obiter touch her Prerogative, and 
0 otherwiſe but by humble Petition : and therefore the thanks that 
a Prince may give to her SubjeFs, ſhe willingly yieldeth. But ſhe now 
| well perceiveth that private reſpe#s are privately masked under pub- 
| lick pretences. 

Secondly, Touching the preſentation of your Subſidies, ſhe ſpecial, 
regardeth two things, both the perſons, and the manner : For the 
first, he fell into commendations of the Commonalty;, for the ſe- 
cond, the manner, which was ſpeedy, not by perſwaſton, or perſwaſrve 
| inducements, but freely, out of duty, with great contentment. In 
| the thing which you have granted, her Majeſty greatly commendeth 
| your confidence and judgments ; and though it be not proportionable 
| to her occaſtons , yet ſhe moſt thank: fully receiveth the ſame, as a 
| loving and thank-ful Prince. And that mo Prince was ever more 
| unwilling to exatt or receive any thing from the Subj. than ſhe 
| our mejt gracious Soveraign 5 for we al know ſhe never was a greedy 
| Graſper, nor ſiraight-Landed keeper « And therefore ſhe commanded 


me

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me to ſay, That you have done ( and ſo ſhe taketh it ) dutifully, 
plentifully, and thank-fully. 

For your ſelf, Mr. Speaker, her Majeſty commanded me to ſay, 
That you have proceeded with ſuch wiſdom and diſcretion, that it is 
much to your commendations, and that none before you have deſer- 
ved more» And fo he ended, after an Admonition given to the 
Juſtices of Peace, That they would not deſerve the Epethites of 
prowling Juſtices, Juſtices of Quarrels, who counted Champerty 
good Cheveſance z finning Juſtices, who did ſuck and conſume the 
Good of this Comnionwealth ; and alſo againſt all thoſe that did 
lie, if not all the year, yet at leaſt three quarters of the year, in 
the City of Londor. 


After theſe Speeches ended, her Majeſty gave her Royal Af 
ſent to nineteen Publick Ads, and ten Private Atts ; and | 
then the Parliament was diſſolved by the Lord Keeper of 
the great Seal of England.

He firſt day of the Parliament, about three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon; the Queens 
Majeſty, went by Land to wei#miniter-Abby, 
riding 1n a Chariot, made all open, only like 


Silver ; with all the Biſhops, and Lords, in 
their Parliament Robes, according to their 
Degrees, being marſhalled by the Heraulds ; 
Where was made unto her a Sermon, after 
the hearing whereof ſhe went to the Upper-houſe of Parliament , 
where being fate a while, and the Knights and Burgeſles of the 
Lower-houſe being ſent for, the door kept fo that they went not 
allin; notwithſtanding, ſome were within, by ſome ſpecial means 
before, and heard the Lord - keepers Speech made unto them ; 
which is after (in effeQ) delivered by Mr. Secretary Cic:/, in the 
Lower-houſe. So that after the Knights and Burgeſles had ftaid 
a good while, it was told them, That the Lord-keepers Speech 
was done, and thereupon every man went away diſcontented. 
In the mean time, whilſt her Majeſty was at Sermon, the 
Lord-Admiral came into the Court of Requeſts, and there began 
tocall the Knights and Burgeſles by the Poll; andalfo, to fwear 
them at the ſame time: Bur becauſe that courſe ſeemed too tedi- 
ous, he ſtaid, whilſt Sir wiliam Knowls, Controuler of the houſe- 
hold, Sir John $tanhopp Vice-Chamberlain, Sir Robert Cicil, Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State; and John Herbert Eſquire, ſecond Se- 
cretary, came; who were all coming up from the Upper houle 
together, and then only the Knights and Burgeſles were called; 
After that, the Lord Admiral, and Mr. Secretary Cicil, went up 
to the Upper-houſe ; but Mr. Controuler, Sir Fohn Stanhopp, and 
Mr. S* cretary Herbert, went to the ſpace before the Parliament 
Houſe door ; where they ſware all the Lower-houle confuſedly, 
four at one time, fix at another, eight at another, taking 
their names that ſwore; and who not: and ſtill as every man 
was Sworn, he went into the houſe, and to his place, as beſt 
liked him. 

VVhen all were Sworn, and the Queen come to the Upper- 
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Houſe, and the Lord-Keepers ſpeech ended: Then all the Privy 
Councel of the Lower-houſe, came in thither, and fate quiet a 
while ; and then putting their heads together, Mr. Controuler 
ſtood up, and ſpake to this effett. 


©That it was an Antient Cuſtom in that Houſe, that at thoſe 
© times, ſome Man ſhould break filence; and I muſt confeſs at 
© this time, it belongsto my place. It is needleſs to ſhew theuſe 
* of this Houſe, becaule its well known toall, or moſt here. All 
* men knows, that rhe ſpeech of a multitude breedeth confuſion, 
* anddiſſention. lt is rherefore fit for us to chuſe one;to be our Spea- 
© ker ; which for his experience may ſpeak, and for his ſufficien- 


*cy, dare and can ſpeak on all our Behalfs and Aﬀairs ; Neither | 


© doth it ſtand with the Honor, and Antient Uſage of this Houle, 
* to ſpeak but by one. Neither is it anſwerable to the State of her 
* Majeſty, to deliver unto her our mindes, by the Tongues of a 
© confuſed Multitude. Then we are to fall into conſideration, what 


| * manner of perlon he ſhall be. Firſt, A man Religious; for Reli- 


*rion ought to be the foundation of our building and labour: 
©Then Honeſt, Grave, VViſe, Faithful, and Secret. Theſe Ver- 
© tues muſt concur in one Perſon able to ſupply this place. 

* Now, having delivered unto you, the neceflity of a Speaker, 
* and his qualities; I will deliver unto you my Opinion, whom 
{I think fit for the place, referring it to your confideration ; and for 
*my own part, not prejudicing the VVorth of any in this Houſe, 
©I deem Mr. John Crook, Recorder of London, a moſt fit, and wor- 
© thy, and able man for this Service. 

« At which words 2r. Crook put off his Hat, with akind of ftranze 
* Admiration ; Whole Sufficiency in all reſpQs, and his Loyalty 
© and Faithfulneſs todo our Common-wealth ſervice,is well known 
* unto us; and hath been often approved by his learned Speeches 
* diverſe times delivered before her Majeſty. 

*1 do not attribute ſo much to mine own Choice, that TIpre- 
* fume to aſſure you, there is no Man here fitter for the ſame than 
*heis; but I only make bold ro deliver my Opinion, leaving the 
* choiſe of him, or any other to the free EleCtion of every parti- 
cular Member of this Houle. 

* And for the motion which hath been made, touching the 
* keeping our of the houle, during the time of the Lord Keepers 
* Speech ; Ido afure you, it was not willingly done,but through Ig- 
© norance of theGroom ofthe Chamber ;bur if the Houſe be deſirous 
© to hear the EfeCt thereof, I will intreat ſome that were there at 
« that time, td fatisfiy their deſires. (The cauſe of which precloſe 
*was,for that one Mr. Leizh,during the time ofthe Commons ſivear- 
*ing,made a complaint to Mr. Controuler, ſitting in the Houſe, that 
* they toook it in great diſgrace, that they were ſhut out. 


After which Speech, the Council fate filent a while ; and af- 
terward Mr. Controuler ſtood up again, and asked the Houſe of 
their conſent, and opinions to his Motion ; Whereupon every 
man cryed, 1,1,.

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©Then Mr. Recorder ſtood up in his place, and briefly ſhewed 
© unto us, his inſufficiency and diſability ; his willingneſs to 
© ſerve, but his weaknels ro perform ; his thankfulneſs tor their 
© deſire, but the fmalneſs of his own deſert ; And {o laying open 
© his own [nfirmities, both for ſhortneſs of Memory, and want of 
©Wilſdome and Experience, for the undertaking of fo great a 
© burthen, he humbly prayed, that they would chooſe a man 
«who for his Sufficiency were more able; and for his Abilities 
« were more ſufficient to ſupply that place. 


So fitting down, and the Houſe a little while quiet, Mr. Co-- 
troultr asked, If they agreed as betore? and all Anſwered, 
"oP 


Then Mr. Controrler and Sir John Stanhop roſe up ; and Sir Fohn 
Stanhop on the right hand, and Mr. Controuter on the left, lead 
him to the Speakers Seat ; where (tanding, without any ſitting 
_— yet, he pawling a while, ſpake again in effelt as Fol- 
loweth. 

* Your honourable Choice of me, without any my deſert, 
*ſtops me from pleading either Inſufficiency, or Dilability ; 
* leſt I ſhould ſhew, and make my weakneſs more apparent, to 
* diſapprove the Senſure and good allowance of the Honourable 
* Aſſembly of this Houſe. But however, it hath pleaſed you to 
*inable me in this ſort; This I dare and can affure you, that you 
* might have choſen many more worthy, but none more ready 
* to ihew his utmoſt indeavor in this ſervice. Which Choice, 
© ſeeing it hath proceeded out of your Favour undeſerved on my 
© part, I ſhall indeavor, as God ſhall enable me, to ſhew- my 
£ {elf for this Aſlembly, moſt careful, and to every particular 
© Member, molt reſpective, and thankful. 

V Vhereupon he fate down,and put on his Hat : And after a little 
ſitting, and pawſe, Sir william Knowls, Controuler, roſe up and 
ſaid, It was her Majeſties pleaſure, that we ſhould be ready to 
preſent our Speaker on Friday next, at two of the Clock in the 
afternoon. So for that day every man departed. 


Fryday Octo.30. About one of the Clock, the Speater, andall the 
Houſe were ready in the Lower Houſe, ſitting and talking pri- 
vately ; and then Word was brought, that her Majeity was come by 
W ater to the Upper Houſe ; fo the Privy Council, and the Speak- 
er, with the whole Houſe, went tothe Upper Houle door, and 
there -ſtaid a long halt hour, before ſuch time as they were let 
in. Aﬀeer, being come in, the Upper Houſe was fate, and 
the Queen under the State, the Speater, ſtanding at the Bar be- 
low, made three Reverences ; which done, he made a Speech 
to her Majeſty to the effect following. 


© Moſt Sacred and mizhty Soveraign ; upon your Majyeſties 
* Command, your moſt dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, 
@Citizens, and Burgeſles of the lower Houſe, have choſen me, 


| 
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*your Majeſties moſt humble ſervant (being a member of the 
<{me Houſe) to be their Speaker: But my felt finding the 
« weakneſs of my ſelf, and my abilities too weak to undergo ſo 
© orcat a burden, do moſt humbly beſeech your moſt ſacred Ma- 
* jeſty, to continue your moſt gracious favor roward me; and not 
*to lay this Charge, ſo unſupportable, upon my unworthy 
©and unable ſelf. And that it would pleaſe you, to command 
*your Commons to make a new Election of another more able 
* and ſufficient, to diſcharge the great ſervice to be appointed by 
*your Majeſty, and your Subjects. 

© And I beſceech your molt Excellent Majeſty, not to inter- 
© pret my denyal herein, to proceed from my unwillingneſs to 
© perform all devoted dutiful Service: But rather out of your 
*Majeſties Clemency and Goodneſs, to interpret the ſame, to pro- 
©ceed from that inward fear and trembling, which hath pole 
© {ed me when heretofore, (with moſt gratious Audience) it hath 
© pleaſed your Majeſty, to Licence me to ſpeak before you. For I 
*know, and muſt acknowledge, that under God, even through 
* your Majeſties great bounty and favour, I am that Iam. And 
© therefore none of your Majeſtics moſt duriful Subjects, more 
© bound to be ready, and being ready, topertorm the leaſt of your 
* Majeſties Commands. 

© I do therefore, moſt humbly beleech your Majeſty, that in 
© regard the ſervice of ſo great a Prince, and flouriſhing King- 
*dom, may the better and more ſucceſſively be effefted, to com- 
*mand your dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, Citi- 
©Zens, and Burgeſleſs of the Lower Houle, to procced to a new 
*EleCtion. 


©Then, after he had made three Reverences, the Queen cal- 
*led the Lord Keeper, to whom ſhe ſpake ſomething in pri- 
*vate. And after that, the Lord Keeper ſpake in eftect as fol- 
© loweth. 


* Mr. Speaker, Her Majeſty, with gratious Attention, having 
© heard your wiſe and grave Excuſe; tor your diſcharge, com- 
*manded me to fay unto you, That even your eloquent Speech, 
| *in excuſe of your ſelf, is a great Motive, .and a Reaſon very 
| *perſwaſive, both to ratify and approve of the Choice of her 
' *Joving Commons, the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles; as al- 
' *ſo to commend their wiſe and diſcreet Choile of your ſelf, in 
| *her gratious Senſure, both for Sufficiency well Able, and for 
| *your fidelity and ſervice, well Approved of; and therefore, her 
| * Majeſty taketh this Choice of yours, for bonum omen, a lign of 
| ©g00d and happy Succeſs, when the beginning 1s taken in hand 
*with ſo great Wiſdom and Diſcretion: Her Majeſty therefore, 
*Commanded me to ſay unto you, That ſhe well liketh of your 
*EleQion, and therefore ſhe Ratifieth it, with her Royal Af 
* ſent and Conſent. 


Then, Mr. Speaker making three low Reverences, Anſwe- 
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red in this fort. *Moſt ſacred and moſt puifſant Queen, ſeeing 
*it hath pleaſed you to command my ſervice ; by conſenting to 
* the free Election of your dutiful and loyal SubjeCts, the Knights, 
© Citizens, and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons, of me to be 
*their Speaker: I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, to give 
©*me leave to ſhew unto you, the dutiful thoughts, and earneſt 
*afteCtions of your loyal ſubjeAs, tro do your Majeſty all ſer- 
* vice, and to defend your Sacred and Royal Perſon, both with 
*their Lives &Goods againſt,c#c.And ſo made a vehement invettive 


and the Rebells in /ze/and; which he ſaid, were like a Snake 
cut in pieces, which did crawl and creep to joyn themlelves 
together again. And laſtly, with prayers, to continue the prot- 
perous Eſtate and Peace of this Land, which had been detended, 
as he faid, by the mighty Arm of our Dread and Sacred Queen. 
(Towhuch ſhean{wered openly her ſelf, No, but by the mighty hand 
of God, Mr. Speaker.) Then he proceeded to the laſt part, to 
belecch her Majeſty for freedom of Speech to every particular 
member: For accefle to her Perſon, liberty of Priviledg to all 
the Members of this Houſe, and their Servants. And laſtly, if 
any miſtaking of any Meſſage (delivered unto him from the 
Commons) ihould happen, that her Majeſty would be pleaſed 
to attribute that to his weakneſs, in delivery or vnderſtanding, 
and not to the Houſe: As alſo, any forgetfulneſs, through want 
of memory ; or that things were not ſo judicially handled, or ex- 
preſled by him, as they were deliver'd by the Houſe. To which, 
atcer the Queen had ſpoken ro the Lord Keeper again; the Lord 
Keeper ſpake 1 effect, as tolloweth. 


© Mr. Speaker, her Majeſty doth greatly commend, and like of 

*your grave Speech, well divided, and well contrived ; the fir{t 
* proceeding from a found Invention, and the other from a fetled 
* ludgment and Experience: You have well, and well indeed, 
* weighed the ſtate of this Kingdome, well obſerv'd the great- 
*nels of our puiſlant, and great Empire, the King of Spain; the 
* conrinual and exceſſive charges of the Wars of ireland; which 
*1t they be well weighed, do not only ſhew the prudence of our 
*gratious Soveraign, 1n defending of us; but alſo, the greatneſs 
*f the charge continually beſtowed by her Majeſty, even out 
* of her own Revenues, to protect us; and the expoſing of her 
* Majelties {cif to continual troubles, and toileſome Cares, for the 
* benefit and ſafety of her Subjects. 

* Wherefore, Mr. Speaker, it behoveth us to think, and ſay, 
as was deliver'd by a great man lately, in a Concilio ad Clerum, 
* opus e5t [bſidto, ne fiat exitum ; or as I think, excedinm. 

* Fouching your other Requeſts: Firſt, For freedom of Speech, | 
f her Majeſty willingly Conlenteth thereunto, with this cautt- 
on; that the matter be nor ſpent in Idle and Vain matters, 
* Painting out the ſame with Froth, and Volubility of words. 

And her Majeſty Commandeth, That = ſuffer not any 
* Speeches made tor Contention, or — 10n-{ake, ———

againſt the Tyranny of the King of Spain, the Popes ambition, | 
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(ed, only by a Tempeſt of words; whereby the Speakers may | 
<ſcem to get ſome reputed Credit, by imboldning themſelves | 
©to maintain Contradiftion, and on purpoſe to trouble the | 
© Houſe with vain and long Orations, to hinder the Proceedings 
© in more weighty and greater Importance. | 

Touching Acceſs to her Perſon, ſhe moſt willingly granteth 
© the ſame; deſiring ſhe may not be troubled, unleſs urgent 
© and matters of great Conſequence compel you thereunto. For 
*this hath been held for a wiſe Maxime, - troubling great 
© Eſtates, you muſt trouble ſeldome. 

© For Liberty unto your ſelves, and ſervants, her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me to ſay unto you all, That ſhe ever in- 
* tendeth to preſerve the Liberty of the Houſe; and granteth Li- 
* berty to the meaneſt Follower of the meaneſt Member of this 
* Houle. 

* But, her Majeſties Pleaſure is, you ſhould not maintain, and 
© keep with you, notorious Perſons, either for Lite, or Behavi- 
© our; As deſperate Debtors, who never come abroad, fearing 
© her Laws, but at theſe times. Petty Foggers, and Vipers of 
£ the Common Wealth ; prouling and common Solicitors, that 
© ſets Diſſention between man and man, and men of the like Con- 
{dition to theſe. 

Theſe her Majeſty earneſtly delireth, a Law may be made 
© againſt; as alſo that no Member of this Parliament would en- 
* tertain, Or bolſter up any man on the like Humor, or Quali- 
©ty, on painof her Highneſles Diſplcaſure. 

* For the Excuſe of the Houſe, and your lelt, Her Majeſty Com- 
© mandeth me to ſay, That your Sufficiency hath ſo often times 
© been approved betore her, That She doubteth not of the Suffi- 
*cient Diſcharge of the Place you ſhall ſerve in. 

*Wherein, ihe willeth you, to have a ſpecial Eye, and Re- 
*gard; not to make new and idle Laws, and trouble the Houſe 
* with them: Bur rather to look to the Abridging, and Repeal- 
<ing of diverſe obſolete and ſuperfluous Statutes. 

*As allo, Firſt, To take in. hand Matters of greateſt Moment | 
* and Conſequence; In doing thus, Mr. Speaker, you ſhall fulfil 
© her Majeſties Commandment, do your Country good, and fſa- 
© tisfy Her Majeſties —_ 

Which being ſaid, the Speaker made three Reverences to } 
the Queen. Then the Lord Keeper ſaid ; For certain 
great and weighty Cauſes, Her Highneſs's Pleaſure is, the | 
Parliament ſhall be Adjourned until Friday next. 


Which Speech, was taken to be an Adjournment of the Low- 
er Houſe, but it was not ſo meant ; wherefore the Lower Houſe 
{ate the next day, being Saturday morning. 

So, after ſome room made, the Qeex came through the Com- 
”m0ns, tO go into the Painted-Chamber, who gracioully offering | 
her Hand to the Speaker, he kiſled it ; but not one word ſhe 
ipake unto him, neither, as ſhe went through the Commons ; 
few {aid, God bleſs your Majeſty, as they were wont in all

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great Aſſemblies. , And the throng being great, and little room 
to paſs, ihe moved her Hand to have more room; whereupon 
one of the Gentlemen Uſhers ſaid openly, Back Maſters, make 
room. And one anſwered ſtoutly, behind, 1f you will Hang 
us, ws can make no more room: Which the Queer ſeemed not 
to hcar, though ſhe heaved up her Head, and looked that way 
towards Yim that ſpake. After, ſhe went to white-Hall by Wa- 
ter. 

Saturday, Octob. 31. 1 was not there, thinking the Houſe had 
not fare till T»ur/day; but I heard there was a motion made 
for the maintenance of the Priviledges of the Houle, and to 
have a Committee for it; which was appointed on Thur/day 
at one of the Clock in the Afrernoon. And two Bills were 
Read, one againſt Dzunkenneſs ; another, that no Biſhop, nor 
Arch-Biſhop, may make any Leaſe in Remainder, or Reverlion, 
until withia three Years before the expiration of the former 
Lealc. 

This Day, the Prayer was brought into the Houſe, which 
was appointed every Morning to be Read, during the fitting 
of this Parliament, amongſt other Prayers, by a Miniſter ap- 
pointed for that purpoſe.

at home and- abroad; bleſs her going out, and her coming in ; bow 
down the Backs of all that riſe againſt her, continue thy Truth, 
Grace, Mercy, and Peace amongſt ws, whilſt the Sun indureth : 
And we will Offer unto Thee, O Lord our God, the Sacrifice of Prayer 
and Thankſgrving ; we will Praiſe Thee with joyful Lips, our 
Hearts ſhall rejoyce in Thee, we will ſing of thy Salvation, all the 
Days of our Lives, and always fay, Thine is the Kingdom, all Po- 
wer, and Glory, for ever and ever, Amen. 


Munday, November, 2d. The Houle fate, andan Att was Read 
againſt Exceſs in Inns, Victualling-Houſes, and Ale-touſes: By 
the preclole of which, every Ale-Houſe-Keeper, gx; !nn-Kecper, 
was required to Obſerve certain Rules, or to Forfeityiive Pound. 

An AQ tor the Breeding of Horſes tor Service,and tor the ayoid- 
ing of the ſtealing of them, was put in by the Lord Chief 
Juttice Popham. 

Sir Edward Hebby, made a Speech for the Abridging of the 
multiplicity of Penal Laws, which he {aid, © Were the Thornes 
*that did prick, bur did yield no Fruit; and that they being 
*not looked unto, it bred in us an alteration of Manners ; and 
© therefore, the Proverb muſt needs bs fulfilled, Merum muta- 
© tio mutationem legum requirit ; times are not as they have been, 
* and therefore the neceſlity of the times, requires a neceſſity 
* of the Alteration of Laws: and commeading the proceedings of 


| * former Ages, he concluded with a defire of a Commitment. 
| Which ipeech, was ſeconded by Mr. Serjeant Harris; who 
| faid, * That Amro 27. of the Queer, the like motion had been 
| © made, and that then by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time, 
 *and ſudden ending of the Parliament, nothing was done there- 
*in; notwirhſtanding (he ſaid) this motion, being now ſo hap- 
© pily made, in the beginning of the Parliament, he thought ir 
* fit, for his part, to deſerve a Commitment. | 
He was Seconded again, by Mr. ſeman of Lincolns-1nn : 
who was of the ſame mind, and ſaid, © That divers particu'ar 
Laws, of his knowledge, were now both needleſs to be per- 
© formed, as alſo dangerous to the Subjects, by reaſon of the 
* Penalties. So a Commitment was granted, divers Commit- 
* tees aſſigned; and Fryday in the Afternoon, at two of the 
*Clock 
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©Clock in the Exchequer - Chamber appointed for that Pur- 
© poſe. 

rh AQ was Read for Explanation of Statutes for Leaſes 
made by Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops. 

Mr. Speaker ſhewed to the Houle, That ſome particular Mem- 
bers found themſelves aggrieved, That the antient Order for Put- 
ting off their Spur, betore they came into the Parliament- 
Houſe, was not obſerved, which he prayed might be done ; ©6- 
thers would have Boots and Rapiers taken away ; bur nothins 
was done therein. 


Tueſday, November 3. The ACt to preſerve the Breed of Hor- 
ſes, and againſt the Stealing of them, was Read: And a moti- 
on was made therein, by Sir George Moore, who ſaid, © That he 
* feared, the Bill wou'd not pals, in that two Vouchers by this 
© Bill muſt be ; where by a former Statute, there is to. be but 
© one, and that very hardly obſerved. And beſides, the Law 
© may be defrauded, becauſe a poor Man muſt fell a Horſe, and 
©{> be voucher after, and then not able to anſwer the value. 
So the Bi!l was Committed, and the Committees appointed to 
meer in the Exchequey-Chamber, to Morrow in the Afternoon. 

The Att to reſtrain the Exceſs and Abuſe uſed in Viftual- 
ling-Houlſes ; and Mr. Johnfoz moved, that bodily puniſhment 
might be inflicted on Alehouſe - Keepers that ſhould be offen- 
ders; and allo Proviſtion made therein, to reſtrain Reſort to 
Alchouſles. . 

In the fame Bill, Sir George Moore made a Speech, againſt 


againſt it: * For, although there were Laws already againſt it, 
© yet they did not reach grievous enough to the offence in that 
kind now Committed. And therefore, we mult not be like 
* Spiders, that always keep their old, and the ſame Webs, ſo 
* allowing the fame Laws which muſt alter with the times; 
© and touching the Authority that 15 given to the Juſtices of 
© Affize, and Juſtices of the Peace, by. this Bill, That they ſhall 
© aſſign Inns, and Inn-Keepers, I think that inconvenient: for 
* an Inn is a Mans Inheritance, and they are ſet at great rates, 
©2nd therefore, not to be taken away from any particular 
* Man. 

Another wiſh'd, that there might be a reformation of Ale, 
which is now made ſo ſtrong, that he offered to affirm it up- 
on Oath, that it is commonly fold for a Groat a Quart. 7t #s 
as ſtrong as Wine, and will Burn like Sack. 

Mr. Glaſcock of Grays-Inn moved to the Houſe, and faid, 
© Mr. Speaker, 1 will only liken this Bill to the Suppreſſion of 
© Stews and Bawdy-Houſes, in old time ; That, where then all 
© Whores and Bawds were together in one Houſe, now being

© ſuppreſſed, every Mans Houſe is a Bawdy-Houſe ; fo, if you 
© take away Alchouſes, and hinder them from being Drunk there, 
* it will be a ready way to make every Man Drunk at his own 
* Houle, at home. 
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Mr. Leigh ſtood up, and moved Mr. Speaker, that ſome of

=” | To which, Mr. Controaler made an{wer, That he would in- 
treat Mr. Secretary Cicil, who was there, in regard he had pro- 
milzd to procure them the underſtanding of the Lord Keepers 
Sneech, to deliver the Efteft thereof. And alſo, he deſired the 
| Houſe, that for any word ſpoken to any particular Member of 
this Houſe, by the Uther, he would undertake particular fatif- 
faction ſhould be made. 
_— So after a pauſe a while, Mr. Secretary ſtood up, and ſpake to 
/ <a, | to this Effet. ©I am ſorry, and very loath to break a Reſoluti- 
| *on that I had taken, which is, for ſome reſpe&ts to have been 
' <Silent, or very ſparing of Speech all this Parliament, but your 

* Commandments are to me a Law. And I will be always ready 
© to pleaſure any particular Member- of this Houſe, in this or the 
| {like Deſign. 

*My memory 1s frail, and I know my ſelt unable to Deliver 
* Articulately, the Grave & Learned Speech of that Wile and Wor- 
«thy Counſellor, who firſt ſpake it; For hard it is totella Wiſe- 
| © mans tale after him, and therefore to particularize, I muſt plead 
| | *my Excuſe: Seeing men of the belt Sufficiency may forget, 
* when ordinary-Capacities may Remember ; my mind was not 
{then fit for Attention, when I had ſome cauſe of DiftraQti- 
© ON. 

© He uſed perſwaſions of Thankfulneſs and Obedience, as alſo 
© ſhewed her Majeſties Deſire of a Diſſolution of this Parliament 
© before Chriſtmaſs ; He ſhewed untous the Neceſſity we ſtand in: 
£ 2nd the means to prevent it; The neceflity he ſaid is the Wars 
© between Spaiz and Exziand; the means to prevent it, Treaſure, 
© His Adviſe was, that Laws in force might be Reviſited, and 
* Explained, and no new Laws made. 1he Caule of the War 
© he laid down to be, That they were Enemies to God, the Queen, 
*and the Peace of this Kingdom ; That they Conſpired to over- 
© throw Religion, and to Reduce usto a Tyrannical Servitude. 

Theſe two Enemies, he Named to be the Biſhop of Ry, and 
© the King of Spa/m. Our Eſtate being thus, He Summon'd us to be 
© Provident and Conhdent ; Provident, by reaſon we deal with a 
* provident Enemy ; and Confident, becauſe God hath ever, and 
| <1 hope ever will, Blefle the Queen with Succeifeful For- 
| * tunCc. 
| * He ſhewed how Apparent his Providence was ; for by Ex- 
© perience and Judgment , You know his Torturing ie giveth, 
© and the Means and Courſes he taketh for our Deſtruction. And 
* Secondly, the Succels we have had againſt him, by Gods frong- 
* Arm of Defence 1n 1588. and diverſe times {ince. You {ic ro 
* what Efte& the Queens Support of the Frezch Kings Eftate 
© hath brought him unto, even made him one of the grear-1t | 
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« Princes in Ezrepe ; Yet when her Majeſhes Forces there left him, 
{how again hz was fain to Ranlome a Servile Peace at our Ene- 
© my the Sp4x/ards Hand, with Diſhonourable and Servile Con- 
« ditions. For the Low-Countries, how by Her Aid, ſhe hath 
© from a Confuſed Goverament, and Eſtate, brought them to an 
© Unity of Council, and defended them with ſuch Succeſle, in 
$ her Attempts againſt rhe greateſt Power of the Spaniards Tyran- 
*nical deſigns: Which hath ſo much Gauled him, that how 
* many deſperate PraQtiſes have been both Deviſed, Conſented 
© unto, and ſer on Foot by Commandment of the late King his 
*Father; I need not now ſhew you, nor trouble you with Argu- 
© ments for Proof thereof, being Conteſſed by them, that ſhould 
© have been Attors themſelves of thoſe bloody Deſigns, but De 
© mortuns nil iff bouum. IT would be loath to {peak ot the Dead, 
* much more to {lander the Dead. Thave ſeen her Majelty wear 
eat her Girdle, the Price of her Blood; I mean Jewels which 
*have been given to her Phyſitians, to have done that un- 
*to her, which I hope, God will ever keep from her; but ſhe hath 
* worn them rather in Tryumph than for the Price, which hath 
*not been greatly valuable. y 

Then he tell to perſwade us, becauſe new Occafions were Of- 
*fc'rd of Conſultations to be Provident in Proviſion of means for 
* our own Letence and Safety, ſeeing the King of Spa/z means 
to make Exeland miſerable, with beginning with 7reland,; nei- 
© ther doth he begin with the Rebells, but even with the Terri- 
* tories of the Queen her {elf. 

© He ſhewed, that Treaſure muſt be our means; for Treaſure 
*is the finews of War. Thus much that Honourable Perſon ſaid, 
* from whom I proteſt I would diminiſh nothing, that ſhould be 
* ſpoken of, it I could Remember more, or deliver it better : 
* And I had rather wrong my ſelf than wrong him. | 

*For my own Adviſe, touching the particular Councils of 
* this Houle: I wiſh, that we would not trouble our ſelves with 
©any Fantaſtick Speeches, or idle Bills; but rather, with ſuch 
* as be for the general good, both light in Conception, and facile 
*j3n Execution: Now, ſceing it hath pleaſed you all, with pati- 
* ence hitherto to hear me, If with your Favor, I may particu- 
f larize, and ſhew the Grounds of the former Speech, touckin 
* the State of 7re/azd, I ſhall be very glad, both tor my own Dif 
* charge, and your Satisfaction. 

© The King of Sppin, having quit himſelf of Frazce, by a baſe 
*and ſervile Peace, forgetteth not to follow the ObjeQts of his 
| *Fathers Ambition. Ezgland, and the Low-Countries, he hath 
| * made diverſe Overtures of Peace to ; which, if they might be 
© both Honorable, and for the publick good, I hold him neither 
*a Wile, nor an Honeſt man, that would Impugne them. He 
© hath put an Army into /re/and, the Number Four Thouſand, 
*under the ConduCt of a valiant, expert, . and hardy Captain, 
*who Chooſeth, rather than to return to his own Country 
*without any Famous Enterpriſe, to live and die in this Ser- 
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© Theſe Four Thouſand , are three parts of them natural Spax:- 
@xrds, and of his beſt expert Soldiers, except them of the LZow- 
© Conntrizs ; thoſe he would not ſpare, becauſe of his Enterprile 
© of Offend; and how dangerous the loſs of that Town would be 
*to this Land, I think there is no man of Experience but can 


| * Witneſs with me, that he would eaſily be Maſter of that Coalt; 


and that the Trade between Enzland, and the Low-Conntries, 
«were quite Diſſolved; yea, he would be ſo dangerous a Neigh- 
© bor to us, that we which are Tenants at Dilcretion, are likely 
{ſhortly to be Tenants by his Courtelie ; when he is our Neigh- 
© bor of the Low-Conntries, what Neighbor hath Spa/”, to whom 
©he ſhall not be a trouble ? 

{I will ſhew you further, what beſides this he hath done, 
"and how Eag/c-+yed he is Itill over us. To refit the Turks At- 
*tempt; he hath ſent Ten Thouſand Men. To the Low-Conn- 
fries, he hath ſent Nine Thouſand. In an Enterpriſe of his 
© own againſt the Turks, he hath ſent— which being diſpatch- 
*ed, thoſe Souldiers ſhall return againſt the next Spring,and fecond 
© theſe Four Thouſand now in the Enterprize for /re/azd. 

To reſiſt theſe Attempts in Being, and the enſuing proviſi- 
* ons againſt us, Let us conſider the certainty of our Eitate in 
* Ireland : We have there an Army, and nothing but an Army,

© Queen, what Trouble to the Subject, what danger it is to

* Over this, I aſſure you, It is beyond all Preſident and Con- 
*jeAture, his Pretence and Cauſe of War there, is to defend 
*the Catholick Caule ; I mean, to Tear her Majeſties SubjeRs 
{from her; for I may ſay, ſhe hath no Catholick Obedient Sub- 
« jeCts there, becauſe ſhe ſtandeth Excommunicated ar this pre- 
* ſent, by force of two Bulls of this Popes, by which her $ub- 
* jets are Abſolved of their Obedience. That you do only Re- 
* member you do it; pro aris C focis, yea we do it fora Prince, 
* that deſireth not to draw any thing extraordinary out of the 
* Coffters of her Subje&ts: She ſelleth her Land to Defend us : 
* ſhe Supporteth all her Neighbor-Princes, to gaintheir Amity, and 
Eſtabliſh our long Peace ; not thele five, or ſeven, or tenYears, but 


' *Forty-threeYears, for all our Proſperities: I hope I ſhall not ſee her 


Funeral, upon which may be Written, Hic Solum reftat vittrix Ori- 
© extis, and Ipray God, I may not ; what we freely give unto Her, 
*\he living beſtows 1t toour Good ; & dying, doubtleis,will leave it 
* for our Profit, Thus have I out of my own Genius, for my 


; *©own part, delivered unto you what I know: And touching 
' *that I have ſpoken, in performing your Commandment, I will 
' *take no thank from you for my Pains: For no man cares with 
; *lefs AﬀeCtion to ſpeak in this Aſſembly, or defircth to grati- 


 *fy any particular Member of this Houſe, more than my felt. 
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The Bill for Ale was denied to be Committed, and not put 
to the queſtion, whether it ſhould be Ingroſſed Yea, or No. But 
{ome Doubt made thereof, but as it ſeemeth, if the Commitr- 
ting be denyed, it uſeth not to be Ingrofled, becauſe the Houſe 
will not lightly pals it. 

Sir George Moore moved, that where the Lord Keepers Ora- 
tion was, that the greateſt matters ſhould be handled in the 
beginning of the Parliament, that a Committee might be Cho- 
ſen to Certifie the Houle , what thoſe matters were; That 
Order might be taken accordingly ; which Committee was ap- 
pointed to meet in the Houſe on Saturday in the afternoon. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid openly, that Sir Robert wroth had 
offered One tiundred Pounds per Arr. towards the maintenance 
of the Wars. 


On Wedneſday, Novemb. 4. A Bill was Read for Puniſhment 
of the Abuling and Profaning of the Sabbath-Day , which after 
che lecond Reading, was committed, and the Commitee appoin- 
ted to meet, at two of the Clock in the afternoon, in the mid- 
dle-Temple-Hall.

To which Sir Edward Hobby replyed, That notwithſtanding this, 
the Houſe might well Receive him : And he vouched a Precedent 
in the Twerty-Fifth, (or Twenty-Firſt) of this Queen ; when a 
Writ was directed to the Bayliffs of Southwark, to return Bur- 
ocſles, and they returned Themſelves, and were Received.

© eth for Annual Subſidy to the Queen, Five Hundred Pounds. And 
* what Damage we ſhall do both to him, and his Succeſſor here- 
'K; in, his Revenue being fo Beneficial to her Majeſty, I refer to 

* all your Judgments. To the Sucgeflor it muſt needs be more 
* hurtful ; for when he firſt cometh in, he payeth Firſt - Fruits, 
* and yet is not allowed to make his Beneht by Fines ; which 
* all Biſhop's Farmers are contented to do: So that he is caſt 
* one Whole Years Revenue behind-hand ; and perhaps, hath 
* no Power neither to make Leaſes in Twelve or Sixteen 
© Years. 


* the Word, not to ſeek Biſhopricks; whereby we may bring the 
* Clergy both to Poverty and Contempt; from which they 
© have ever been carefully defended, and provided for, even by

* Hurtful it is to their Servants; for this may be every Mans 
*Caſe: We know, many good Gentlemens Sons ſerved Bi-

That, theſe being Publick Matters, might be 
brought into the Houſe this Parliament, and Read. And touch- 
ing the Clerk of the Market, he durit undertake to lay open 
as many vile Practices, as almoit there be Men in this Houſe. 
' He made a very long and good Speech, touching theſe Three 
Bills; which for Brevity, 1 omut. 

An ACQt was read againit fraudulent Adminiſtration of Teſta- 
tor's Goods. 

The Bill againſt Drunkards was again read ; the effe& whereof 
was, That common Drunkards ſhould be preſented as common Bar- 
rettors; which was Committed upon the Motion of Mr. 1r/c- 
4, to the Committees tor the Biil, tor the Abuſe of the S4b- 
bath- Day. He ſaid, It was very conventent in h!s Op:nion, Blaſ- 
phemers and Swearers were puniſhed by ſome ftrief Law. And 1b 
told of a Conference betwixt him, and a Priſoner in the Gate- 
Houſe at weitminſter; who thorow a Window, ſeeing many 
Children playing, they Swore almoſt at every word: Then 
the Recuſant asked him, /f that was the Fruit of our Dottrine ? 
and, How it chanced that our Doctrine being fo ſincere, {ſuch Blaſphc- 
2y was committed? Therefore, that the Slanders of our Adver- 
ſaries may be avoided, the Sin puniſhed, and Gs Name more 
reverenced, and Himſelf better ſerved, ſome Proviſion in that 
Law, touching that Point, he thought very neceſlary. 

An Act touching the Sowing of temp, was read the ſecond 
| t1me. 
| To which Bill, Sir walter Rawleigh ſpake, and ſaid: 
| * For my part, I do not like this Conſtraining of Men to Ma- 
© nurg, or uſe their Grounds at our Wills; but rather, let eve- 
© ry Man uſe his Ground to that which it is moſt fit for, and 
© therein uſe his own Diſcretion. For Halfars, Cables, Cor- 
« dage, and the like, we have plentifully enough from Forreign 
« Nations ; and we have divers Countries here in Ez2/124 make 
© thereof in great abundance. And the Bill of Tillage may be 
< a {ufficient Motive to us 1n this Caſe, not to take the Courſe 
* that this Bill intendeth : For where the Law provideth, Thar 
* every Man mult Plow the third Part of his Land, I know it, 
* divers poor People have done lo, to avoyd the Penalty of the 
© Statute ; when their Abilities have been ſo poor, that they 
© have not been able to buy Sced-Corn to Sow it withal - nay, | 
© they have been fain to hire others to Plow it: which, if it 
© had been un-plowed, would have been good Paſture for Beaſts, 
* or Might have been converted to other good tes. 
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Upon this Motion, all the Houſe bad away with the Bill: 
| But it was put to the Queſtion, #hether it [honld be commit- 
| ted, or #0? But becauſe of Doubt, the Houſe was divided , 
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and the 7, 7, 7, were 103. and the Noes were 162. So the Bill 
was not committed. After it was put to the Queſtion for In- 
groſſing, and notwithſtanding a Speech Mr. Comptroller made 
tor the Weightineſs thereof, it was denyed ; and ſo abſolutely 
Rejected. 

This was one of the Proviſo's in the Bill For the Breeding, 
and againſt Stealing of Horſes, viz. That all Fuſtices of Aſſize,

Upon which Motion, as alſo upon Declaration of a Precedent 
in the 35. of Herry the Eighth : That the Sheriffs of London were 
Committed tothe Tower, Fe Arreſting George Ferrarsa Member of 
thisHouſe: lt was generally agreed, That the Serjeant of this Houle, 
{ſhould be preſently fent with his Mace for the {aid Priſoner & his. 
Keeper; and alſo ſhould command the ſaid Baker, the Serjeant, 
and the procurater of the Arreſt, to attend the Court on Monday 
morning ; fo, after the Serjeant had been away about an hour 
and an half, he brought the Priſoner and his Keeper to the Bar, 
who Affirmed the whole matter as aforeſaid. And the Keeper 
was Commanded to deliver his Priſoner to the Serjeant, which 
he did, by taking him by the Hand, and fo delivered his Prifo- 
ner to the Serjeant..

Sir Francis Darcy ſaid, 7 think this Bull very fit to be conſt- 
derd of, and Committed ; for it tendeth to the Reſtraint of oreat Ex- 
ceſs uſually Committed, which we had need eſpecially to provide for, 
ſeeing ſuch continuall and great Proviſions both of Meat and Drink, 
go daily out of the Land, chiefly into Ireland, That (as an Honourable 
Perſon affirmed in this Houſe) we may feed an Army therewith, yea 
all the Realm, almoſt within the Engliſh Pale, and elſe where in other 
Conntries, | 

Beſides, in Reſtraining this great Exceſs, we ſhall do our Duties, 
and pleaſe God the more, who is jealous of his Honour, and will not ſuffer 
ſuch and ſo great a Fin to go unpuniſhed, neither in the Offenders th:m- 
ſelves, nor in us that tolerate th: ſame ; but will lay his heavy hana 
of Wrath and 1ndignation upon this Land, which God avert and turn 
from us.

© the Clerk of the Petty-Bag. It will be faid our Warrant e-za-

Mr. Speaker ſaid, © I was ever Zealous and Jealous of the

© Burgeſſe, I found a Reſolution and judgment Agreed and Re- 
© ſolved, That during the time of the Sitting of this Houſe, the

hope I have done rightly. 

Mr. Secretary Cect/ ſaid, © Iſ{hall move unto you a Concluſion, 

\hich will end this Controverly, and in the mean time be a 
Saving unto all perſons: I mean not to ſecond my former Er- 
rour, for which T was excepted to, I hat 1s, that Mr. Speaker, 
or any Member of this Houſe ſhould attend my Lord Keeper, 
but thar four of this Houſe, might be Aſſigned to go unto my 
Lord Keeper, to know the cauſe of the Stay, as allo his Lord- 
ſhip's requett unto this Houſe. And that othex lix may

After the Reading of which, he certified the Houſe thus much ; 
That the Informer came to his Lodging this Morning, as he was 
coming out of the Doors, and asked for him ; he told him, He was 
the Man: Then (quoth the Informer) the Queen Greets you 
well. what's this, (quoth 1?)

* It pleaſed you, to depute Six for this Service: Five atten- 
© ded the Serjeart at Law, (Mr. Serjeant Harris) of whoſe Fur- 
* therance we beſt hoped, deceived both your, and our Expe- 
* Qtations. The Clerk of the Crown, the Clerk of the Petty-Bagg, 
© and the Clerk of the Parliament, attended us. The Clerk of the 
© Petty-Bagg, delivered unto us a fair Record, containing a Writ 
* fent out Sedente Parliamento; for fo are the Words: It was 
* for the Knights in Torkſhire, and Lancaſhire, &c. This was all 
* he could ſhew: Only, he ſaid, A od Officer would be ſworn ; 
© There were more, but loſt by Mr. Garth's Deceaſe. 

* The Clerk of the Crown dealt with us two wayes. The Firſt, 
* By way of Experimented Officers: The Stcovd, By way of 
* Precedent. For the F:rit, One Steven Browne was brought be- 
© fore Us; who had been an Officer in the Crows - Office, theſe 
* Thirty-Six Years: And being asked, If he knew how warrants 
* were diretted? He anſwer'd, That in the Time of the Lord-Keep- 
* er Bacon, when he was Speaker of this Houſe, they were dire- 
* fed to the Clerk of the Crown. Being further asked, 1/ hey

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* were ever impugned? He aniwer 4, No. Being asked, here 
© theſe warrants were ke pr? He anſwered, Or the L dels tn tie 
* Houſe. - The faid Clerk ſhewed us Five Precedents, and One

The Houſe wondred much at this Motion, and great Murmur- 
ing there was. Art laſt, the Speaker asked him, where the Book 
was ? and, where he ſaw it? He anſwer'd, 1» the Hands of one 
Mr. Henry Davies his Clerk, of Lincolns-Inn ; but the Clerk's 
Name he knew not. 

The Serjeaut, upon Conſultation, was ſent for Mr. Davies 
and his Man, into the Hall. After a while, they came up; 
and notice being given thereof, the Man was only ſent for in- 
to the Houſe; who being asked by the Speaker, What was his 


Name? He faid, © It was Fohn Baker. Being asked, Of whom | 


he had the aforeſaid Book ? He ſaid, Of Feremy Gonuge, of Clif- 
fords-Inn, Being asked, How long he had had it ? He anſwe- 
red, Three or Four Dayes. Being asked, It he knew it to be a 
Libellous or Seditious Book ?

He 
anſwered, At his Maſter's- Chamber. 

Then the Serjeazt was commanded to take him forth, and to 
command one of his Men to go with him to Zzzcolrs - Inn, to 
fetch the Book. Then the Speaker asked, If they would have his 
Maſter in ? , 

But Mr. Doyley ſtood up, and faid; 44r. Davies was 4 very ho- 
neſt Gentleman, and (hewed him the Book firit, and wiſhed him 
to complain'to this Houſe thereof; and he found great Fault with 
it : Therefore, he wiſhed that Mr. Davies might be ſtaid, until the 
Book was brought ; and then, if they pleaſed, to ſend for him in- 
to the Houſe, they might.

*and grow to a great inconveniency. This Miſchief is ordi-

Germany holdeth the Standard, ſo doth France, 
and fo do we, But the Netherlander only doth ot, and he only 
thereby gained of all Three. There by good Statutes already made to

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this purpoſe, both in the time of Rich. 2. Hen. 3. Hen. 4. Kea. 5. 
and Hen. 6. 7 hat no Stranger ſhould brinz Commoditics into this 
Land, but h: (hould bring in {5 much Money, &c. He made a ve- 
ry long Speech touching the manner of Trade by Exchange, in 
Merchants Language, which I could not well Note. So the 
Bill was committed, and the Chequer-Chamber appointed the 
place, and Fr:day in the afternoon the Time.

© Rawleigh Bluſp'd) Dice, Starch, &c. they are, ( becauſe Mo- 
* xopoltes ) 1 muſt contels, very Hateful, though not ſo Hurt-

* Mr. Laurexce Hide ſaid: *I confeſs, Mp. Speaker, That I owe

* be it from this Heart of mine to Think, this Tongue to Speak,

There was a Gentleman that ſat by me, which ſhewed me 
a Paper, in which was contained the Diſcommodity of divers 
Patents, called Atonopolres. Firſt, of Stee/, where it hath 
been ſold to Mr. Rowland Heywara in Lonaon, 1n former times, fot 
Twelve Pounds, Ten Shillings the Barrel ; it is now fold for Nine- 
teen Pounds, Belides, it is mixt, and worle than the Steel in 
former times; and where 1t hath been but at Tro Pence Half- 
Penny the Pound, before the Patent, it 1s now at Five Perce the 
Pound. And where Two Thouſand Poor people were maintain- 
ed, by Working of Steel, and Edge - Tooles, and might well 
live by Working thereof at 7wo Pexce Half-Penny the Pound, 
they are now not able, by reaſon of the Price thereof, to work; 
but now many go a Begging, becaule the Faggor hath alſo leſs 
Weight, to the utter undoing of all Edge-Toole-Makers. 

Ot Starch : Where other Cuuntrics have heretofore ſpent their 
Corn. and Fuel in making of it, and we had it then at Erghteen 
Shillngs a Hundred Weight, and Her Majeſty Reccived great 
Cuſtom thereby ; now -do we ſpend Corn and Fuel extraor- 
dinary in making thereof, which might well be ſpared, and 
it is now at F//zy and Fifty S1x Shilliags a Hundred; and her 
Majeſty. hath great loſs of her Cuſtomes, by making it within 
the Realm. 

Playing Cards: Every Subject that would, before the Patent, 
might make them, u hich was a great help to thoſe that were 
brought up in the Trade.

tees, will ſearch Houſes by force of Letters of Aſſiſtance, of Lords 


of the Privy-Conncel, under Colour of Cards being there. And 
it they find a pair or two, they will carry Men by ſome Pur- 
ſurvant 
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{uivant Fifty Miles or more ; and threaten them by Impriſonment, 
if they will not Ranſom themſelves by a Ranſom of Money. 

Stone-Bottles, Pots, Heath - Bruſhes, are double and treble the 
Price they were at, before the Patent. 

Glaſſes; Where before they were had from beyond the Seas, 
and very cheap, with much Saving of Wood; they are now 
| riſen from Sixteex Pence to Five Shillings the Dozen, and from 
Three Shillinzs Four Pence, to Nine Shilliazs, Belides the loſs of 
Cuſtome to her Majeſty, and expence of many Thoulands of 
Billets, every Twenty Four Hours. This Patent is a great dif: 
couragement to the Maſters of Ships,. becauſe the Subſtitutes 
of the Patentees will Impriſon them, until they will become 
bound to bring no G/aſſes from beyond the Sea. Beſides, there 
is continual ſpoile of Woods in Ssſſex, and elſe-where by Glaſs- 
making.

* And what Courſe we ſhall take, and upon what Points, &«c. 

Dr. Stahep, and Dr. Hone, were ſent from the Lords with 
a Pill, Entituled, 4» Att for the Uniting of Eye and Dunſden, to 
the Mannor of Sunning, 
Mr. Mountague ſaid: Mr. Speaker, 1 am loth to Speak what 1 
know, leit perhaps I ſhould Diſpleaſe, The Prerogative Royal is 
that mhich is nov in queſtion, and which the Laws of the Land have 
ever allowed and maintained, My Motion then ſhall be but this : 
That we may be Suitors unto Her Majeſty, That the Patentees ſhall 
have no other Remedies, than by the Laws of the Realm they may 
have, and that our Act may be drawn accordingly. 
Mr. Martiz ſaid : 1 think the Common Grievance, and the Queen's 
 Prerogative, have ſo Inſpired the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, (whom 
for Reverence ſake, I muſt needs #4me, My.

Mr. Davies moved the Houſe firſt : That he for his part, thought

Cha- 
ritable Uſes : which Statute was made to a good intent ; but yet it 
may tend to the ſettins a Foot, in all the Monaſteries in old time, 
and other Religions Houſes, as alſo to the ſearching into the eſtate 
of divers particular Subjetts, in this Realm: Firſt, 1n reſpect of the | 
Title; Secondly, 1n reſpedt of the Preamble; Thirdly, 1» reſpett of 
the Body ; And Fourthly, 1 reſpect of the Concluſion, which appeared 
ſome-what plain to the Houſe, upor the Recital of the words of the Sta- 
tute : And therefore, he thought it a Duty in Conſcience, to offer to the 
Conſtaeration of this Houſe, a Bill extituled, An AEt to Explain the 
true Meaning of the Statute made 39 Regine, cap. 6. Which was 
preſently Read.

7 have been a Conncellor of State 
theſe 1 welve Years; yet never did 1 know it ſubjett to: Conſtrutti- 
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on of Levity or Diſorder : Much more ought we to be, in ſo Great >, 
aud Ah an Aſſembly. why ? we have ' Speeches, pr. Speech 44 ans, 
upon Speech, without either Order or Diſcretion. 

One world have had us to froees by Bill, and fee if the Queen 
would have denyed it.

Mr. Mountague ſaid: *Becauſe I oftered to the Conſideration 
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*If it be ſo, that theſe Two baſe Towns ſhall fo affront 
*the Power of this Land, I ſee no Reaſon they ſhould be ſuf- 
*fered: For it is a great Diſhonour both to the Queen, and 
© the Kingdom. 

<I have heard many fay, That the Navy of England is the 
*Walls of the Kingdom : and yet,. we ſuffer our Ships till to 
© be Deſtroyed ; ſome to be Burnt, ſome to be Sunk before 
* our Faces. | 

*We may compare our Sea-men to Sheep, Feeding upon a 
*Fair Mountain, in the midſt whereof ſtands a Grove full of 
* Wolves. Why, Mr. Speaker, we are {o plagued, with them, 
*that they are ſo bold, as now and then to take our Harveſt- 
*Men tardy by Ambulcadoes. 

*I ſpeak it with Grief, and it was Reported unto me by a 
* Scottiſh-Man, that Duke Albertus, and the I»fanta ſhould open- 
*ly publiſh, That they would pull down ſo many of the Walls 
* of Exgland, that they would eaſily make an Entry: and it 
* had been better for Sea-Coaſt-Men to have given the Queen 
_ Hundred Subſidies, that they had been long ſince Suppreſ- 
* ſed. 

*My humble Motion is, That it would pleaſe the Houle to 
*enter into Conſideration of theſe things, For the Honour, 
©Good, and Safety, both of the Queen and Kingdom. 

* Mr, Peake ſaid: *T muſt needs ſhew unto this Houle (up- 
*on ſo good an occaſion offered) how grievoully the Town 
* of Sandwich (for which I ſerve) is vexed, and almoſt undone ; 
©inſomuch, as that in that Town there is neither Owner, Ma- 
© ſter, nor Mariner that hath nor felt it. 

* Her Majeſty is continually at Charges; but what inſueth 
*or cometh of it, I never yet knew. In the County of Kerr 
at Shooters-Hill, Gads-Hill, Barram-Dorn, &c. if there ſhould 
* be ſeveral Roberies Committed, and the Juſtices look nothing 
*to it, it would be taken in ill part. Every day Men come 
* home, their Goods, and all they have is taken away ; yea, their 
* very Apparel. And if the Ships might be alſo carried away ; 
*they would do it. This would be Amended and looked un- 
©to: we have need to Cheriſh this Subject: For TIthink him to 
© be the beſt and moſt neceſſary Member of the Common- 
* Wealth, I mean the Navizator. 

Mr. Martin ſaid: I like nottheſe Extravagant Speeches in the 
© Manner, though I miſlike them not in the Matter; they are 
© like to Men whoſe Houſes being on Fire, forgetting themſelves, 


'©run out into the Streets like Mad-Men, for Help. That that 


* Cottage of Duxtirk (the Flouriſhing Eſtate whereof, is a dif- 
<honour to our Nation) ſhould ſo much offend us, when we 
© never offer to oppreſs them, is a Marvail. I think there is no 
* Man but underſtandeth_ the Grief, and no Man which readily 

*knoweth the Remedy. ; 
© wiſh, that thoſe who firſt propounded this Matter to the 
<Houſe, had alſo laid down ſome ProjeQt, though never ſo 
© \mall, of Remedy: otherwiſe ſuch curſory Motions as theſe, 
Eecee ©*cannot 
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© cannot but be very Diſtaſteful to the Houſe. 
© Mr. Hithe ſaid: © Within theſe Twelve Dayes, one Man loſt 

©7wo Hundred Pounds only by the Dunkirkers, who took the 

© ſame away from him. 

Mr. Secretary Cec!/..faid: *My Speech ſhall only tend to 

* advance the Motion of the Gentleman that ſpake firſt in this 
© Point. If we would have Remedy, we are to conſider two 
*things. Firſt, That it will be a Matter of Charge: and Se- 
* condly, T hat there muſt be a Diſtribution thereof: For the firſt, 
{1 leave it to you for the ſecond, it is out of my Element : withal I 
*muſt excuſe them that have Authority to Remedy this; for 
*unleſs you would have a continual Charge unto Her Maje-

*grown in the Morning to a juſt Nobſe This Debt, is a Sleep- 
*+ing Debr, and it will lull young Gentlemen into Merchants 
* Books, with the Golden Hooks of being truſted by the Mer- 
*chant, and his ExpeQancy after his Fathers Death. Thele 
*are Matters dangerous, and I think- hurtful; therefore I think 
*1t a good bill, cc. 

Mr. John Harris ſaid: * Where it is ſaid, There can be no 
* Wager of Law againſt a Merchants Book in London, it is 
*true: But firlt the Merchant mult Swear the Debt, &-. 

Mr. 7homas jones (aid: *It is now my chance ta Speak ſome- 
*thing, and that without Humming or Hawing. 1 think this 
*Lawis agood Law; E:enReckoning makes long Friends ; As 
* far goes the Perry, as the Pexry's Maſter. Vigtlantibus non dor- 
* mientibus jura ſubvemunt. Pay the Reckoning over Night, 
*and you ſhall not be troubled in the Morning. It ready Mo- 
* ney be Menſura Publica, let every Man cut his Coat according 
*to his Cloth Whea his old Suit is in the Wain, let him ſtay 
«till that his Money bring a new Suit in the Increaſe. There- 
_ I think the Law to be good, and I wiſh it a good Pal- 
* lage. 

Mr. Hackwell of Lincolns-Inn faid: *I am a Man of that Rank 
*and Condition, that I never fell, and feldome buy, and pay 
*ready Money ; and the fateſt gourſe rhis Bill offers to me for 
*my particular. « 

© But the great Miſchief that will redound by it to the Com- 
* mons, is that which makes me ſpeak. I am not Tranſported 
* with ſuch Vehemency ; but if I may be an{wered, 1 will lay 
* down the Buckl/ers, This Bill hath a good Face, but an ill Bo- 
*dy. Ir hath a very good Head-piece, I mean the Title. Ir is 
© like Daniel's Image ; It hath a Head of Gold, a Body of Silver, 
| *Thighs of Braſs, Legs of Iron, and Feer of Clay. _ 
| *©It 1 may pray you to pur on a great deal of Patience, for 
| $a little time; I will make it ſomewhat plain: We muſt lay 
| © down the Reſpets of our own Perſons, and put on orhers, 

© and their aﬀedtions for whom we ſpeak, for they ſpeak: for 
* Us. 

<If the Matter which was ſpoken of, touch the Poor, then 
' *think me a poor Man : he that [peaks muſt be lomerimes a 
© Lawyer, ſometimes a Painter, ſometimes 2 Merchant, ſometimes 
© 2 mean Artificer. Moſt Men delire forbearance ; this Bill de- 
*ftroys it; which tends to the Gain and Good of the Credi- 
'*tor, and Good alſo of the Buyer: but ſeeking to avoid a Mil- 
| *chief, we fall into an Inconvemence. 
© For the manner 1s unproportionable and unjuſt. Ifthe Buy- 
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© ped, muſt we needs make a Law to help his folly ? The Pro- 
© verb 1s Caveat emptor. It this Law goes torwards, the augmen- 
* tation of confidence in his ancient habill;ments can nor be pre- 
© ſerved. For if it be a hard Year, the poor Artificer, who 
* hath Wife and Children, and Houſhold to maintain, and lives 
© by the Sweat of his Browes, can not live; for he hath not mo- 
*ney to buy all with the Peny ; but perhaps he hath Credit, 
* which perhaps may help his preſent neccfitous Eſtate.- 

* And beſides, I can teach you all a Trick, how for Twelve 
* Pexce you may avoid this Statute ; and that is, File an Original 
* Writ within the Year, and fo let it lie dormant. 

After which Motion, the Houſe after four Hours Argument 
(and ſitting till three quarters of an hour after Twelve) was de- 
vided. The 7, 7, 7. had 151, Voices, and the Noes 102. fo the 
Bill paſſed by 49. Voices. 

Then the Noes ſhould have fetched the Bill, and goe out with 
it, becauſe it was at the paſſage of the Bill: but becauſe the time 
was paſt, and it was very late, and ſeveral Committees to fit ;

The PROCEEDINGS, &c. of 


At the Committee in the Afternoon in the Houſe, for 
ſome Courſe to be taken againſt Dunkirk. 


Mr. Fettyplace ſhewed a remedy three manner of ways. 
Firſt, there is a Tranſportation of Ordnance, which being carri- 
ed to the Low Countries, he carrieth it to Dunkirk, or our E- | 
nemies: which if it were hindred, doubtleſs our Enemics would 
find want in time. Secondly, the Law of Tonnage and Poundage. 
Thirdly, it hath been offered to the State, that the Maritine 
parts might ſave themſelves freely.

Mr. Bacon ſaid : 1am, Mr, Speaker, to tender to this Houſe the 
Fruit of the Committees Labour, which tends to the comfort of the Sto-

A Certainty of Gain, is that which this Law provides for. And 
by Policy of Aſſurance, the ſafety of Goods is Aſſured nnto the Mey- 
chant ; this is the Loaditone that araws him out to adventure, and 
to ſtreach even the very Punttillio of his Creatt. 

The Committees have drawn a4 New Bull, far different from'the 
Old, the firſt limitted power to the Chancery, this to certain Commiſ- 
ſtoners by way of Oyer and Terminer, 1 he firit, that it ſhould only 
be there ; this, that only upon Appeal from the Commiſſioners it 
ſhould be finally Arbitrated.

© the Merchant cannot indure delays. 

* Secondly, Becauſe our Courts have not the knowledge of their 
©Terms, neither can they tell what to ſay upon their Caſes, 
* which be Secrets in their Science, proceeding out of their Ex- 
© perience.

Harris, who ſaid, That for ſome eſpecial cauſe and in- 
tereſt, it was defired (which I learned atter what it was, by 
Mr. Fettyplace Burgeſs of Londoz) that there was an admitting 
of all Aſſurances ; fo the Londoxers barred of their right, which 
they had, by reaſon this Eze and Durden were part of the

q — tor Repeal, by reaſon Biſhops Lands were pur in, and 
* Inrolments, which he ſaid, was a good Fetch and Policy for the 
* ſole praCtices of the Chancery. 

Mr. Philips anſwered, *That he would not ſpeak as he had 
*{poken, rather out of Humor than out of judgment ; neither 
*had he brought to the Houſe a Market-Bill, or Mercers Bill 
*concerning the State. And ſo after many perſwaſions for 
*the Bill, and bitter Anſwers to Mr. Bacon, he ended with a 
© deſire, to put it to the-Queſtion, whether it ſhould be Re- 
*pealed by the publique AQ, or his private Bill. 

Mr. Johnſon moved, That the Queſtion might be, Whether 
it ſhould be as well in the General Law, as the particu- 
lar? 

Mr. Glaſeock ſaid : *I think the Gentleman that laſt ſpake 
* (Mr. Johnſon a ſurveyor) hath better Skill in Meaſuring of 
*Land, than Mens Conſciences. I think it is a good Law, and 
« fit ſtill to tand on Foot: For if we loſe Religion, Let us loſe 
*Land too. It will be a good Caule, I hat every Man, if nor 
© for Religion ſake, yet for his Lands ſake, which is his whole 
&eſtate, will Abandon the ſetting up of thoſe Hauſes again, be- 
© cauſe he will not part there-with ; therefore I think it in Pol- 
*licy fit ſti:l to ſtand. 

So after long diſpute, till almoſt one of the Clock, it 
was put to the Queſtion, Whether it ſhall be Repealed by 
the General Law of repeal, and continuance of Statutes. And 
the moſt voices were /, 7, /, and {o it was Agreed.

* Her Majeſty, in the late Proclamation, took notice there- 
of; and no doubt but ſhe will Redreſs it. And for us now, 
©to enter again, in bringing in, or allowing Bills againſt Mo- 
© nopolies, it is to refuſe Her Majeſties Gractous Favor, and 
© Cleave to our own afteCtions. 

<I think therefore, if we will be dealing herein, by Petition 
«will be our only Courſe; this is a matter of Prerogative, and

© 22y-Culvering ; the Reaſon thereof is, Becauſe when they are 
* brought beyond Sea, they will there new bore them to a great- 
© ter {ize; as, the Saker to the Demi-Culvering-Bore, 


© Beſides, Mr. Speaker, Eight Tun of Iron Ordnance, will 
© make five Tans of good Iron. 

* But perchance, it will be ObjeCted, That if we Reftrain the 
© Tranſportation of Iron Ordnance, they will uſe Braſs.

* And again, where you may furniſh a Ship for 200. or 300.

© mon, that if you would ſend Merchandiſe beyond the Seas in 
* ſtrangers Bottoms, they will not carry them, unleſs you will 
© ballait their Ships-with ſome Ordnance. 


© The Ordnance be carried to Callis, Breſt, Embden, Lubeck Rochel, 
* and other places. All thele be Confederates with Spain, and 
© friends with Dunkirk. So that in helping them, we do not only 
© hurt our Friexds, but ſuccour the Sparrards, their Friends, and 
* our Enemies. 

© If the Queen, would but forbid the Tranſportation of Ord- 
*nance for ſeven years, it would breed ſuch a Scarcity of Ord- 
© nance with the Sparzard, that we might have him where we 
«would: ſome inthat time, no doubt, the Sea would devour ; 
ſome would be taken, and the Store which he now hath, ſcat- 
* tered, and thereby his Force weakned. They have ſo many 
* Iron Ordnance in Sparz our of England, that they do ordinazily 
«ſell a 100. weight of Iron Ordnance, for ſeven Duckets and an 
* half, Spaxiſh. And if the Spaniard do make it a Capital mat- 
*ter, but ro Tranſport an Horſe or a Gennet, much more ought 


*we to have ſpecial Care herein, when we ſhall hereby. 


*Arm our Enemies againit our ſelves. 
<Ithink therefore, to proceed by way of Bill, would favour 
* of Curbing Her Majeſttes Prerogative: but to proceed by way 
* of Petition, it 1s a ſafe Courſe, and pleaſing; and we ought 
*the rather to be induced thereunto, becauſe we have already 
© found it Succeſsful. :

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Mr. Brown the Lawyer faid : © There is a Law already in the 
* point. And that is 33 Her. $.Cap. 7. and 2 Ed.6. Cap. 36. which

* therefore perhaps you will ſay, it is out of the Statute. 

* But it was lately adjudged, in worlizgton and Symons Caſe,

*terh Guns, tranſports Gun-metal, and it is within the danger 
* of the Law. 

* But that which I would move, is, only this ; That we might 
* be Petitioners to Her Majeſty to revoke that Patent: And 
fthen Currat Lex. 

Sir Walter Rawleigh ſaid: * I am ſure heretofore one Ship of 
* Her Majeſties, was able to beat twenty Spariaras ; but now 
* by reaſon of our own Ordnance, we are hardly matched one 
*to one. And if the Low-Countries ſhould either be ſubdued 
*by the Spaziarads, or yeild unto him, upon a conditional Peace, 
*or ſhall joyn in Amity with the Frexch, as we ſee them dayly 
*inclining, I fay there is nothing ſo much threatens the Con- 
*queſt of this Kingdom, or more, than «the Tranſportation 
*of Ordnance. And therefore, I think it a good and ſpeedy 
* courſe, to proceed by way of Petition, left we be cut oft from 


*and ſuddain ending of the Parliament. 
Mr. Cary faid: * We take it for an Uſe in the Houſe, That 
*when any great and weighty Matter, or Bill is here handled, 
© we {traight-ways lay, It toucheth the Prero attve, and that muſt 
*not be medled withal; and ſo, that we that come here-to do 
* our Countries Good, bereave them of that good help we may 
*juſtly Adminiſter unto them. 
Mr. Speaker, © Qui wadit plant, vadit Sane: Let us lay down 
© our Griefs in the Preamble of the Bill, and make it by way 
© of Petition, and, I doubt not, but Her Majeſty, being truly 
© informed of it, will give her Royal Aﬀent. 
Mr. Secretary Herbert ſaid: * The making of Armentaria, 1s 
*a Regality, only belonging to the Power of the King and 
Crown of Eng/and; and therefore no man can either Caſt, or 
* Tranſport without Licenſe. Ir ſtood perhaps with the Policy of 
© former times, to ſuffer Tranſportation : But as the times alter, 
*fo doth the Government; and now, no doubt, bur it is very 
*hurtful and pernitious to the State. And therefore, I am of 
© Opinion, That it is very fit this Tranſportation ſhould be ſtaid, 
*And I concur only with them, which would have it by way 
* of Petition, and not by Bill. 

Mr. william Hackwell of Lincolns-Inn ſaid: *I know the Au- 
* thority of the worthy Councellor that laſt ſpake, will ingemi- 
* nate your Cenſures to yeild to his Objedtion: Yet notwith-

Mr. S7pmich | Mir. Skipwith the Penſioner, ſaid: *It I knew or did think there 
for Belgrave. | © were any Wrong done to the Earl of Huntington, 1 would ra- 
©ther be a Petitioner for this Gentleman, unto him, than 1 
<would be a Protector of him againſt him. 

©I know Mr. Belgrave wrote his Letter to my Lord, and that 
| © it pleaſed his Honour to an{wer him: and that he offered to 
© follow his Honour -in that ſort, as 1s fitting for a Gentleman 
*of his Worth: and rather His Honour, than any mans in Eg- 
E land, 

© This, I take it, may ſatisfy the Houſe for Anſwer to the 
© firſt part of the Information, which containeth a Diſhonour 
© oftered to the Earl. 

*For the Second, which is, Deceiving of the Burgelles: I do 
© aſſure this Houſe, they were both willing and worthy to be de- 
* ceived. I know they had given their Voices, and defired 
© Mr. Bellgrave to undertake it. 

* For the Wrong to this Court, I hope this Court hath wiſ- 
* dom enough to Right it ſelf, without any Courſe in the Star- 
© Chamber : yet by your Favours, I may ſay thus much, That if 
* we ſhould Puniſh him for coming IndireQtly to this Place, we 
*ſhould Puniſh three parts of the Houle ; for none ought to be

Sir Robert Sir Robert Wroth ſaid : © This matter needs not {» much Dif- 
wWroth brings | *pute. In the laſt Year of Queen 21a7y, in the Caſe between 
a precedent. | < pleadal and Pleadal, it pleaſed the Lords of the Stir-Charber, Se- 
© dente Parliamentsc, to bind the one, at the Suit of the other, to 
© appear 12 days after the Parliament; and this was adjudged to 
© be an Infringment of the Liberties of this Houle. 

* Mr.Davis ſaid : The Information favours more of Wit than Ma- 
* lice; and therefore I think, that upon Conference with the 
* Lords, the matter may be brought to a good end. I theretore 
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* humbly pray it may be put to the Queſtion, 'and that the 
* Bill may be ſent for out of the Star-Chamberx. 

Mr. Cary ſaid: As I take it, Mr. Speaker, the Courle hath been, 
* that if the Houſe hath been deſirous to lee any Record, you,

He (pointing to 
Mr. Bacon) talkes of Heat: 1f 1 be ſo hot as he was Yeſterday, then 
put me out of doores.

Sir Edward Hobby ofterd a Brief to the Houſe, of the Confe- 
rence that ſhould be had with the Lords, Touching Mr. Bel 
graves matter.

*The Conterence with the Lords, mult conſiſt of two points. 
*Firſt, Touching an oftence Committed by Mr. Belgrave; Se- 
*condly, for the Infringing of rhe Liberty of the Houſe. 


*For the Virit, that the Commons would do nothing there- 
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*1n, until a Conference with them. For the Second, to know 
*the reaſon of their Lordihips appointment of the Informari- 
*on, and to bring it to fome end. The Houle agreed to the 
©points, and allowed of them. 

A Bill for the more peaccable Government of the Counties 
of Northumberland, Cumberland, Weſtmorland, and the Biſhop- 
rick of Durham; the firit Reading. 

The points to be conlider'd of, in the continuance of Sta- 
tutes, were read, and otter'd ſtill to diſpute, whether the Sta- 
tute of Tillage ſhould be continued. 

Mr. Johnſon ſaid, * In the time of Dearth when we made thas 
*Statute, it was not conlider'd, that the hand of Ged was upon 
*us. And now Corn is Cheap, and if too Cheap, the Hus- 
* band man is undone, whom we muſt provide for ; for he is 
*the Staple-man of the Kingdom, and fo, after many Argu- 
* ments, he concluded it was fit to be Repealed. 

Mr. Bacon ſaid, * The Old commendation of 7taly by the Poet, 
©15, ſotens wiris atq; Ubere, Gleba, And it ſtood not with the 
© Pollicy of the Kingdome, that the wealth of the Kingdome 
*ſhould be Engrofſed into a Few Paſturers Hands. And, if 
*you will put in ſo many Proviſoes as he deſired, you will make 
* ſo great a window out of the .Law, that we ſhall put the 
*Law out of the Window, The Husband-Maan is a ſtrong and 
*hardy Man, the good Foot-man, which is a Chief oblerva- 
*tion of good Warriours, &c. So he concluded, the Statute was 
"Not to- be Repealed. 

Sir walter Rawleigh ſaid: I think this Law fit to be repea- 
fled; for many poor men are not able to find Seed to Sow 
*{o much Ground as they are bound to Plow, which they 
*muſt do; or incur the Penalty of the Statute. 

© Beſides, all Nations abound with Corn: France ofterd the 
© Queen to ſerve /re/and with Corn at Sixteen Shillings a quar- 
©ter, which is but Two Shillings a Buſhel ; if we ſhould fell it 
© ſo here, the Plow-Man would be beggar'd. The Low-Country- 
* Man and the Hollander, who never Suw Corn, have by their 
*induſtry ſuch Plenty, that they will ſerve other Nations. The 
© Spaniard, that often wanteth Corn, had we never ſo much 
© Plenty, would never be beholding to the Exgliſh-Mar for it, 
neither to the Low-Country- Man - norto France ; but will fetch 
6 it even of the very Barbarian. And that which the Barbariaz 
© hath been ſucing for theſe 200 Years (I mean for Traficque | 
© of Corn into Spain) this King in Policy hath {et at Liber- 
*ty of himſelf, becauſe he will not be beholding unto other 
©Nations. And therefore I think the beſt Courle is, to ſer it 
*at Liberty, and leave every man Free, which is the Delire of 
*a true Engliſhman. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid :, © I do not dwell in the Country, 
*rior am I acquainted with the Plough. But I think that who- 
* ſoever doth not maintain the Plough , deſtroys the King-

© way a Law of more Conſequence and Import? It we debar 
© Tillage, wegive ſcope to the depopulator ; and then if thepoor, 
© being thruſt out of their Houſes, go to dwell with others, 
© ſtraight we catch them with the Statute of Inmates. If they wan- 
* der abroad, and be ſtubborn, they are within the danger of the 
© Statute of Rogues. If they be more humble and urgent Bep- 
* gars, then are they within the Statute of the poor to be Whip- 
* ped and Tormented: So by this means, undo this Statute, and 
* you indanger many Thouſands. Poſterior ares diſcipulus prioris. Tf 
© former times have made us wiſe to make a Law, let theſe 
© latter times warn us topreſerve ſuch a good Law. All that I 
*can fay 1s, this Policy, Nature, Charity, and Honour, do 
* deſire of theſe Proceedings in Charitable uſes, 

Mr. Selby deſfired, that the County of Northumberland 


might be exempted out of the Statute, becauſe it was lo nigh the | 


Scots; and the Country was {o infeſted with the Plague, thar, 
not only whole Families, but whole Villages have been {wept away 
with that Calamity. Andſo he made a long Speech to that effe&t. 

Mr. Serjeant Telverton ; and Dottor Cary came from the Lords, 
to deſire that the Conference touching Letters Patents might be 
prolonged, until Friday Morning at eight of the Clock, which 
was Aſeented unto. 

It was putto the Queſtion, whether the Bill for Tillage ſhould be 
Committed? And mot faid 7, 7,7. Then whether Northumberland 
ſhould be exempted upon Mr. Se/bes Motion ?

*2. Ihe Country 1s apt for Paſture, and not tor Tillage. 

* 3. This ground 1s a kind of Marilh ground, and too moyſt 
* and ſoft, and alrogerher unfit tor Tillage. 

* 4- Inthar Her Majeſty hath granted her Letters Patents, & that 
* they concern Her Prerogative. So he delivered the Proviſo, and 
* Vir. Dormer his Letters Pattents, and went forth. 

Mr. Serjeaut Harris ſaid: * Ubi non eft brao, ibt eft Confuſio ; 
* Mr. Speaker, divers Gentleman ſtand before the Door, which 
© breeds a confuſed Sound when the queſtion 1s propounded. 
* May it pleaſe you, that every man take his place. This is 
* both ſeemly, and the Ancient Cuſtom; which they all

Mr. Speaker ſaid: © TI will put it to the Queſtion, whether 
* this Proviſo of Mr. Dormer*s ſhall be received. - It was put to

* The Gentleman that laſt ſpake (meaning Mr. Martin) firſt 
* brake Order; for after the Queſtion put, and the Houle agreed 
*to be divided, he ſpake perſwadingly to draw thole out of 
* the Houſe who perhaps meant it nor. 
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© Beſides, he laid an Imputation upon the Houſe, that accor- 
© ding to their Conſciences, men would not ſo much as remove 
© out of their places: Bur I think there 15 no man here that is 
* ſo Fantaſtical, that though they be tor the Bill, yet for their 
* Places ſake, they will nor alter rhe Rooms : For this Houle 1s 
* a Houle of Gravity, Conſcience, and Religion. 

*I think it therefore fit, he ſhould antwer this Imputation 
*at the Bar; we have all this Parliament, been againit 2ozc- 
* polies, and now we our ſelves Protect one : Put 1 ſee that men that | 
* have Gelired to be Popular, without the Houſe, tor ſpcaking 
* againit Moropolzes, do allo labour to be private within ; bur 
* that I regard not. This I know, that good fums of mony have 
* been proter'd tor the turtherance of this Provilo. 

* But now it 1s paſt, I would now move you, That becaule 
* we have ſpent lome {ſuperfluous time in this diviſion, and be- 
* caule the Attirs of this Parliament cannot puſhibly be diſpatched, 
*{o {ſoon asthe Parhament muſt end, becaule of the pertormance 
* of that Gift we have given her Majeſty, which is nothing, if 
*1t comes not in due time. 

© Therefore, that the Houſe would be pleaſed after this day,

© Thar this ſhould be a Monopoly, I can ſee no Reaſon : For it 
* hath been agreed, that Her Majeity may diſpence with any 
* penal Law ; and that is no 4ſon0poly, no more is this. And I 
*am not of his mind, that ſo great ſums of money have been 
* offer'd, the quantity of Land being bur little, and his Cauſe 
© both good and juſt. 

* And for my part, I do proteſt, I neither knew nor have 
© heard of any. For the laſt part of his Motion, which was the 
© beſt, to fit rwice a day, I do concur with him; and will be 
© ready, as a Member of this Houſe, to give my Attendance. 

Sir walter Rawletgh ſaid : {I thought I had deſerved of the 
* Houſe, to have been heard to ſpeak, as wellas he that ſpake 
© before the Diviſion. And in thar I offer'd to ſpeak, and 
© was Not heard, I had Wrong. For him that laſt ſpake out 
* of Humour, and not out of Judgment, notwithſtanding, Ithink 
© it tobe a onopnly, ant the Speech to be both Perſwaſlive, and to 
*lay 
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* lay a great Imputation upon the Houſe. And this is all I would 
© have laid before. 

Mr. Martyn ofter'd to ſpeak, and Asked the Speaker, 1f he 
might Anſwer * The Houle cried, 7, 4, 1.

Mr. Speaker, * I know what I ſpeak, and I have Reaſon to

Mr.7artyz laid: © The Gentleman that laſt ſpake,it-ſeems ſpake 
* out of his Grief of mind in being galled by ſome Tongue-me- 
*tal. And I think there is no man that feeleth blowes, but 
* would be glad to be eaſed of them. I cannot therefore blame 
* him to purge and detend himſelt by this Apology. But thar

Mr. Comptroller ſtood up and ſaid: * I am ſorry to ſee this 
* Confuſion in this Houſe. * It were better we uled more Si- 
*lence and ſpake in Order. Yeſterday you ordered the Bill for 
* the Continuance of Statutes ſhould be Read; now in an hu- 
* mor, you cry Ordnance, Ordnance. I pray you, that we firlt De- 
* creed, let us ſtick to, and not do and undo upon every Idle 
* motion. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid : * I will ſpeak ſhortly, becaule it 
* beſt becomes me ; neither will I trouble your Patience long, 
* becauſe the time permits it not. It is a Maxim, Preſtat otioſum 
* efſe, quam nihil agere, 1 wiſh the Bill for continuance of 
* Statutes, &c. may be Read, and that agrees with the precedent 
* Order of this Houſe, and more with the Gravity thereof: 
*yet, becauſe this Spirit of Contradiftion may no more trou- 
* ble us, I beſcech you let the Bill for Ordnance be Read: And 
* that's the Houſes Deſire. 

The Bill againſt Tranſportation of Iron-Ordnance, Gun-me- 
* tal, and Shot, was Read; And 

Sir Robert Wroth Informed the Houſe, That a Ship is now pon 
the River, ready to go away Laden with Thirty Six peeces of Ordnance. 

It was put to the Queſtion, Whether the Statute con- 
cerning the Poor ſhould be continued, and all cried /, 2, 7. 

Mr. Secretary Ceci ſaid: * I am ſorry that I have fo great 
* Occaſion to Recommend to the Houſes Conlideration the 
* miſerable eſtate of Maimed Souldiers. 

* War isa Curſe to all People, and eſpecially the poor Creatures 
* that come from the Warrs Poor, Friendleſs, and Unhappy. Iam 
* glad you are reſolved this Statute ſhall be kept alive; where- 
© by in ſome meaſure, thoſe poor maimed Souls ſhall be provi- 
* ded for; For, both Religion and Charity willeth us to fall in- 
* to Conſideration of Amendment. 

*1 do not this out of Popularity, becauſe I have been often 
* times taxed by the men of War, and more than any Gentle- 
* man of England. For when I have ſeen Souldiers deceived by 
© their Captains, I have taxed them for it, and that makes me 
© odious unto them. A Captain is a man of Note, and able to 
* keep himſelf: but a Souldier is not. 

*<I wiſh not any tothink, that I do ſpeak of all Captains, for 
©1I make a difference between the Corn, and the Chatf. The 
* Statute is is, That the poor Souldier muſt be Relieved, either 
* by the Country where he was Born, or out of which he was 
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© Preſſed: But if that were amended, and only to be relieved 
* in the Country where he was Porn, this would yield a more 
* certainty and greater Relief. For in a mans Country, either 
* Charity, Kindred, or Commiſeration will breed Pity: Bur 
© out of the Country, where he was Preſt, that cannot be ex- 
* peed. For the multitude preft out of ſome little Shire, grows 
© to be greater, and the Charge more than in ſome other three 
* Shires. As in London, where there be many Pariſhes, infinite 
© Houſholds, and Numbers Preſt: Beſides, there be divers 
* Shires ſubje&t to. great Levies, and the diviſion ſo ſmall, that 
© it is a meer trifle; as in Zaxcaſhire, in reſpeCt of the Vicinity to 
* Ireland, where the Diſeaſe of the War is. IF it may pleaſe 
* you, that a Commitment may be had, I ſnall be ready to at- 
*rend it; at Which time I will ſpeak further. And ſo a Com- 


| © mitment was appointed. 


Mr. Francis Moore ſaid: * There 1s'a Bill for the Reducing 
© of the two Statutes for Souldiers, into one ; it hath lain in the 
* Deck this fortnight : If it had been Read, it might have been 
* Commutted. 

Mr. Swale faid : * There was a Doubt, whether the Tax for 
* Dever-Haven ſhould be continued by force of the Statute ; 
* the Tax is of Three Pexce a Tun tor the burthen of every Ship : 
© He ſaid, That the Seamen and Merchants, for want of ſufficient 
© maintenance, were turned to Fiſher-men. And the Fiſher-man, 
© if he made but two Tuns of Trayn-Oyl with the Blubber of 
& New-found-Land Fiſh, this cauſes the Ship to be Taxed for the 
* whole Burthen ; which 1s grievous to the Subjet: Much 
* Money hath been Levied, It comes toat leaſt One Thouſand Marks 
*a Year, and the Havez never the better. Nay, Mr. Speaker, it 
1s grown into a Proverb, It a Tax be once on foot, God ſheild 
it continues not as Dover- Haver. 

Mr. Boys ſaid : * There was great Reaſon to continue the Tax, 
in reſpe&t of the continual maintenance of the Haven, which 
"1s the beſt in EFxzland for all Neceſſities: It will ſhip as 
* many men in three hours, as any other Havex in a day. And 
© he ſaid, T har beſides former Expences, there is now above Fonr- 
* Hindred-Pounds-worth of Stones for the Reparation thereof ready 
* upon the Havey. 

Sir Foha Forteſcue ſaid: * The Proverb is, Trattent fabrilia

* gels of that lown ſaid this Parii: cnt, Mr. Peake) is even 
*a going. The Tax being imployed as it ſhould be, I hold it 
© both good and neceſſary ; and rhere is no Trade of Fiſher-men 
* to Nevfonna-Lani, but by this ver of Dover, which if the 
* Tax be taken away, and that go ro Decay, Her Majeſty ſhall 
* loſe one of the belt, and moſt neceſſary Havens of England,

by their Council, which was Mr. Nzcholls of the Middle Tem- 
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Sir Walter 
Kawleigh of 
the ſame Per- 
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He firſt ſhewed, That the Fiſhmongers of Lodo were an An- 
cient Corporation : And that they had ever 7melve Men as FaQtors 
for them, to buy Fiſh on the Sea-Coalts, and ſend it Fre!h hither 
to London, to be bought of the whole Company, and ſo fold 
in the Market, whereby Fiſh was then far Cheaper than now it 
is. For now ſome Sx Perſons Ingroſs all to themſelves, and ſell 
it at a dearer Rate by Retail, to the utter undoing of the reſt 
of the Fiſhmongers, becauſe then every Man {31d for him- 
ſelf. 

Secondly, The Fiſh fold, is ſeldom ſweet, and ever unſavory, 
and the Fiſhmongers cannot Diſtrain, becauſe they be ryed up 
by that Statute. 

Thirdly, a Subverfion of the Corporation followeth thereup- 
on, and an Extinguiſhment of all Grants made unto them by 
former Kings of this Realm, and of the Contirmation made by 
Her Majeſty: And divers other Reaſons were delivered by 
him. 

A Bill for the Relief of the Poor. 


On Friday Decemb. 11. A Bill tor the Reparation of two Brid- 
ges over the River of Ede, &c. was Ordered to be Ingroſ- 
ſed. 

A Bill for Comprehending, and Continuing the Maintenance 
of good and profitable Arts, and Trades, for the Common- 
wealth. The EfteCt of it was, That every man which had, or 
could invent any Art, or Trade, ſhould tor his Life Mo»9polize 
the ſame to his own Ule, and he that could Add to, or Refine 
the ſame, ſhould do the like. 


Mr, Fettyplace ſhewed: * That the Bill was unprofitable, and 
© not good, for many Reaſons. 


Firſt. *Irt was too General, becaule it ſpeaketh of Arts, as 
<vell Invented, as to be Invented. 

Secondly : * The Bill ſheweth not, That they will be profita- 
© ble to the Common-wealth; and whatſoever they be, this Bill 
© alloweth: For divers Arts have been deviſed in Loxdon, 
© that ſhould be wrought by one Man, which could not be 
« done heretofore with Forty ; this is, ſaid he, unprofitable, be- 
© cauſe it ſetteth not many ' hands on work. 

Thirdly : * It will breed Confuſion ; becauſe if bur a little Addi- 
* tion be made by another, a new Licence is granted to this 
© Man. And now, it to that Addition another {hall add, that 
« will be ad 7zfivitum, and fo breed Contuſion- Whereupon he 
Concluded, That he for his part thought fit rhe Bill ſhould 
be quaſh'd; and divers cried Away with 7, 

L wiſhed, That the Bill might be Read again, and conſidered, 
becauſe we allowed of theſe kind of Patents once before this 
Parliament: Namely, in the Licence for making Tyz by Mills, 
out of the Old Rubbiſh in Corzwal, upon the Motion of 
Sir walter Rawleigh ; and this Bill deſired no more in effeR. 

Next, for the Incertainty ; upon Configeration of the Bill by 
{ſome tew Committees, the ſame might be mended, and 


he 
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he that performed many ſpecial devices might be Infſcr- 
ted. 

Beſides, he that invented any Art, or Trade, it was reaſon 
he ſhould have ſome Privilege; becauſe it would be an Incou- 
ragement to others. For, Nemo naſcitur Artifex, and no man 
could come to that Perfection upon the firſt knogyledge of it, 
but being taught by the firſt Inventor for a Sealon. 

Alſo the Propolition of the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, did 
not hold in all Arts, that the work of many ſhou'd be done by 
one. For it is Profitable for the Common-wealth, if Water 
may be brought to every Mans Houſe for Tex Shillinos Value, 
where it could not be done for Tex Pounds coſt, as by the Wa- 
ter-work-device at London. So, of Irov-Mills in the low-Coun- 
tries, and of the Corn-Mzlls upon the Thames. So of ſhooting and 
Charging of Ordnance, and Fire-Works, and the like ; and ge- 
nerally of Arts, and Sciences, that can not be done by Poor ; 
bur muſt be done by Perſons Judicial and of Skill, and thoſe 
that have a more Natural Inclination to come to Perfection in 
thoſe things, than every baſe Beggar. 

For his laſt Propoſition, 1 ſaid, Nox eft Confuſio in certa Sci- 
entla, : 

Mr. Singy ſaid: *The Author of the Bill perhaps, was a Su- 
*oar-Man, for he uled the word Refizer of Arts. So, it was 
*put to the Queſtion to be read the ſecond time; And all 
F{aid, No, No. But when Mr. Speaker {aid : All thoſe that will 
have this Bill read the ſecond time, ſay, 7, 4, 7: Sir Richard 
Knightly {aid No, Aloud; at which the Houſe Laughed, and 
not one faid, 7, 7. 

A Bill for Weights and Meaſures, was called for. 

Mr. Doyly ſhewed, That he had the Bill, and had attended two 
Days, ana none of the Committees would Meet ; he Prayed, the Houſe 
would either command the Committees to Meet, or Diſcharge him 
of the Bll. 

There was a Conference betwixt the Upper-Houle, and the 
* Lower-Houſe in the Painted-Chamber, which was thus: 

* Secretary Cecil, with the reſt of the Lower-Houle, came to 
© the Lords, as they were litting at the Table; and going to 
© the upper-end thereof, ſaid to this eftect. 

© That if their Lordſhips had already concluded what to do

fceed. And if they had altered the Bill in any point, with 
© amendments, they had no Commiſſion. 

© Bur if their Lordſhips had done neither, but only were de- 
; irous to be reſolved of any doubt, which they 1n their Wile- 
* domes conceived, and would willingly thereabouts confer with 
© them, they would moſt willingly accompliſh their delires:

* /ead and Oaker, and ſuch like, and ſo now they intrude them-

*Thus they take” not only their own Work, . but Painting

* Painters, and Stainers, were two ſeveral Companies in King 
* Ea. 3. time. One for Poſts, and all Timber-work to Paint. 
* And the other, for Painting and Staining of Cloth ; of great

Mr. Attorney General, and DoQtor Cary came from the Lords,

| If this Bill paſs, there will two 1mputations happen to the 
| *State, which Wiſedom wills us both to Foreſee and Shunn. 
| <The Firſt, an Infamy to our Miniſters, that our Adverſaries 


' *may fay, This is the Fruit of your Labour, to have Preached 
* away your Audience out of the Church. 


|  *The Second, No leſs, but a greater Imputation upon our 
| * ir ch-Biſnops, Biſhops, Arch-Deacons, and other Eccleſiaſtical Go- 
© vernours; that they be either remiſs in their Authority, or 


| *el{e that their Prerogative hath not ſo much Power as a Twelve- 


© Pexce Fine. And doubtleſs theſe Imputations cannot be a- 
* voided, if we give the Feſurs ſuch Head, Scope, and Comfort, 
© 15 they in their Writings do greedily Apprehend. 

©] do conceive, Mr. Speaker, great dittercnce berween the 
Law, 1. Eliz. when time was, and this Law, 44. E//<. as

Mr. Glaſcocke, Mr. Spicer, and divers others, made ſeveral 
Speeches; but becauſe it grew Dark, I could not Write them. 
Doctor Cary came from the Lords, and brought a Bill con- 
cerning Captains, Souldiers, and Mariners, and other the 
Queens Servants in the Rea/m. Alſo another Bill tor the Main- 
tenance of the Navy, Increaſe of Mariners, and the Avoiding 
the ſcarcity of Vittuals. 
It was thewed by DoCtor Beret, upon occaſion of Speech

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dred, nay, Fifteen Hundred Recuſlants in Yorkſhire, which he | 
vouched upon his Credit were preſented in the Eccleſiaſtical-Conrt,

So, atter divers other Speeches and Arguments, it was put to 
the Queſtion, Whether the Bill ſhould be Ingroſled ? The Sub- 
ſtance whereof was, That if any Man came Eight times in the 
Year to the Church, and read the Divine Service Twice every 
S:adaiy and Holydiy in his Houſe, with his whole Family, that 
ſhould be a ſufficient Diſpenſation.

* {ons (with the Offenders) to appear. What great Multi- 
* tudes this will bring together! VWhat Quarrelling and Dan- 
*ger may happen, beſides giving Authority to a mean Church- 
© 177d) How prejudicial this may be! with divers other Rea- 
* ſons againſt it As alſo, he ſaid, There was ſome Ambig- ! 
| ©nities and Equivocations therein, the Proviſo being wo ct 

* ded, | 
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* ded, being a plain Toleration from coming to Church. And 
* that the Parſon could not preſent or conſtrain any, if they 
* read Service at Home. 

So it was put to the Queſtion, thrice together; and becauſe 
the Truth could not be diſcerned, the Houſe was again divi- 
ded. And the 7, 7, 7, went forth and were 105. and the Woes 
within were 106. ſo it was loſt by one Voice. Bur the 7, 7, 7, 
ſaid, they had Mr. Speakers Voice, which would make it even. 
And then it grew a Queſtion, whether Mr. Speaker had a 
Voice ? 

Sir Edward Hobby, who was of the 1, I, I, fide, faid, That when 
Her Majeſty had given us leave to Chooſe our Speaker, ſhe gave us 
leave to chooſe one out of our own Number, and not a ſtranger. He 
is a Citizen of London, and a Member, and therefore he hath 4 
Voice. 

To which it was A_ by Sir Walter Rawleigh, and con- 
firmed by the Speaker himſelf, That he was fore-cloſed of his Voice, by 
taking of that Place which it had pleaſed them to impoſe upon him, and 
that he was to be indifferent for both Parties. And withal ſhewed, 
That by the Old Order of the Houſe, The Bill was loſt. 

Mr. Boyer, Secretary to the Lord Buckhurſt, ſaid: Mr. Speaker, 
I think it not loſt, for there hath been foul and great Abuſe Offer d 
in this matter. A Gentleman that would willingly have gone forth accor- 
ding to his Conſcience, was pulled back. Though 1 much Reverence 
my Maſters of the Temple, and am much bound to the Benchers of 
bo Midle-Temple, yet if it will pleaſe the Houſe, and you, Mr. $pea- 
ker, to Command me to Name him, [I will. The greateſt Yoice 
faid No; yet Mr. Secretary Cecil, willed him to Name him. 
And he ſaid, Mr. Dale of the Midle-Temple. 

Sir Walter Rawleioh ſaid: why? if it pleaſe you, it is a ſmall 
matter to pull one by the Sleeve, for ſo have I done my ſelf often 
times. And a great Stir was in the Houle. 

Mr. Comptroller, after ſome ſilence, ſaid: we have been oftez 
troubled by Phyſitians, (meaning Mr. Bond,) and they have been ſþo- 
ken againſt : He troubled us with Ariſtotle, & other Books. 1f he had 
ftaid there, it had been well. But I think, we had need of Phyſitians 
to ſtay our Heads, and Cool our Heats and Humours, not fitting a 
Court of Parliament ; For it is a moſt intolerable Diſorder, 

1 do think the Offence an heynous Offence, both againſt God and 
this Aſſembly ; for the. Firſt, in that every man is to go according to his 
Conſcience, and not by COS And for the other Gentleman, (mea- 
ning Sir Walter Rawleigh) that ſaid, he had often done the like, 1 
think he may be aſhamed of it ; for large is his —_—_ that in 
a matter of this Conſequence, will be drawn either forward or back- 
ward by the Sleeve. And I think it fit, it is ſo Heynous, that he 
anſwer it at the Bar (meaning Mr. Dale.) But becauſe Sir Walter 
Rawleigh was /aft named, it was taken to be meant of him. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid : *I am ſorry to fee rhis diſorder, and

"Now my Motion is this, I know their Bill is coming, and

Mr. Glaſeock ſaid; * Mr. Speaker, I have ſomething Touch- 
ing this Bill to deliver to the Houſe, in diſcharge of my Con-

© [ have been obſerved Mr. Speaker, to be an Enemy to Ju- 
« ſtices of the Peace, and to have ſpoken Irreverently, and much 
* againſt them: For my own part, I mind now to make my 
© laſt Speech for this Parliament, and this Proteſtation withal: 


* whoſe Honeſty joyned with their Authority, and make them- 
Q qQqq 2 « ſelves 


{That 1 never uſed any Irreverent Language towards thoſe, 
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* ſelves Famous, under the Title of Upright Juſtices. My Speech, 
© was never uttered againſt them, but againſt two forts of Ju- 
* ſtices, that have Authority ar the Commiſſion of Muſlters ; 
«(for al within the County, are: Authorized Generally by the 
© word Juſtices) by whom I would be loath to be Yoaked, or 
* Commanded. Thebrlt is, the Uncircumciſcd Jultice of Peace; 
© the other, The Adultering Jultice of Peace. 


*The Uncircumciſed Juſtice, is he ; who from baſe Stock and 
* Linage, by his Wealth, 1s gotten to be within the Commil- 
*fton. And I call him Uncircumciſed, becauſe he hath not cut 
* off the Fore-skin of his Offences ; and ſo by his Vertue, wiped 
*away the blot or ſtain of Baſenels in his Birth and Linage. 


*The Adultering Juſtice is he, that is a Gentleman-Born, Ver- 
* tuous, Diſcreet, and Wile; yet Poor and Needy. And fo on- 
*ly forhis Vertues and Qualities, put into the Commiſſion. This 
* Van, I hold unfit to be a Juſtice, though I think him to be 
*a good Member in the Common-wealth, Becauſe, I hold this 
* for a ground Infallible, That no poor Man ought to be in Au- 
* thority.; my Reaſon is this, he will ſo Bribe you, and Ext-rt 
*you; that the {weer Scent of Riches and Gain, takes away and 
* confoundeth the true Tatte of Juſtice and Equity. Forthe Scrip- 
* ture ſaith, Iunera excarant ocnlos Triftyrums, and Juſtice is nc- 
ver Impriſoned and Suppreſſed, but by Bribery. And ſuch 
* kind of Miniſters I ſpeak of. And I call him an Adulrerating 
* Juſtice , becauſe, look how many Bribes he taketh, ſo many 
* Baſtards he begets to the Common-realth, 


©Then let us ſee, whence theſe Juſtices do come, and how 
* they be made. It cannot be denied, bur all ſuſtices are made 
* by the Lora-Keeper ; then he 1s in fault, and none elſe. For 
*my own Opinion, I have ever held him to be a Man both 
' Honourable, Grave, and Wiſe; ſo Juſt, that never was the 
* meancſt Subject ſo Wronged that he ever Complained. 


©Therefore, his Juſtice cannot be Taxed. T, but his Care 

* may, for he only maketh them. No, I may more cafily Ex- 
*cuſe him, than our ſelves; for he maketh none, but fiich as 
* have Certificates Commendatory from the Juſtices of Afſize. 
"Why then they bein fault; for impoſſible it is, my Lord-Kee- 
* per ſhould know the Quality and Sufficiency of them him- 
* ſelf, but only Per a/nim, 1n truſt, as by the Juſticcs of Aſfize. 
*No, the Gail lies not there, for thzy neither (by Reaſon they 
*are not always rideing one Circuit) are well acquainted with 
*the natures of thoſe ſecret Juſtices; but when any defireth to 
* be a Juſtice, he getteth a Certificate from divers Juſtices of 
* the Peace in the Country, to the Juſtices of Aſſize, Certi- 
fying them, of their Sufficiency and Ability. And they again 
* make their Certificate (believing the former) to the Lord- 
* Keeper, who at the next Aſſizes, puts them into Commiſſion. 
*And'| 
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*And thus is the Lord Keeper abuſed, and the Juſtices of Aſſi- 
*zes abuſed, and the Country Troubled with a Corrupt Juſtice, 
* put in Authority. | | 

*The Cauſe comes only from the Juſtices themſelves. And 
* who be they ? Even allot you here preſent, or moſt of us. My 
* Suit, theretore 1s, That you will abſtain from ſuch Commen- 
*dations, and hold your Hands from Writing Iniquity, and do- 
*ing ſo Sinful a Deed, as to Commend an unworthy Perſon, 
*and not to Commend a Worthy, and Deſerving Subje&. 
* And I think this a poſition both true and publique, that it 
*15 as great a Sin to 20d to the Unworthy, as to detratt from 


* ted out of the Bill; I will not only be ready to go, but to run 
* forth to have ſo good a Law Eſtabliſhed. | 

Then Mr. Townſhend (the Colle&or of this Journal) ſtood up 
and ſhewed, T hat in too much Generality, there never wanted Er- 
ror. And ſo in this Bill, being too General, namely, all from the 
Azge of Eighteen to Sixty muſt appear at Muſters, and may be Preſt ; 
0 exception of any, and therefore no Profeſſion exempted. 

It is not unknown unto you, that by Profeſſion, I am a Lawyer, 
and therefore, unfit to be a Profeſſor of the Art of War. There- 
fore, I pray, that it would pleaſe the Houſe, if they would Commit

And then he deſcended to ſpeak of Governments and Laws of 
Natjons 3 amongſt and above all which, he principally preferr'd 
the Laws of this Realm 5 which, he faid, were fo many and fo wile, 
that there was almoſt no offence, but it was met with in a Law. 

Notwithſtanding her Majeſty being deſirous, tor the good of her 
Realm, to call a Parliament for redreſs of ſome Laws, and for
